With no foolproof IFF [identification, 
friend or foe] systems available, even 
the most carefully planned engage- 
ments rapidly degenerate into a cha- 
otic free-for-all. Long-range missiles 
are handicapped by the need for posi- 
tive identification, and can be jammed 
or decoyed. For these reasons, “He who 
sees first, wins” is as true today as it 
was in 1917.

Squeezing light 


Werner Heisenberg's uncertainty prin- 
ciple is a bedrock of modern quantum 
physics. It says that the more precisely 
one knows the position of a particle, 
the less precisely one can know its mo- 
mentum, and vice versa. Among the 
many consequences is that a certain 
unavoidable amount of quantum noise 
is associated with all oscillating phe- 
nomena such as sound and light 
waves, ultimately limiting the preci- 
sion of any measurement or commu- 
nication system depending on light or 
sound. 

Now physicists at the IBM Alma- 
den Research Center, in San Fran- 


cisco, report success in reducing such 
quantum fluctuation by "squeezing" 
light in an optical fiber over a broad 
range of frequencies. In the photo 
above, Robert M. Shelby and Marc D. 
Levenson are shining a krypton laser 
beam into an optical fiber coil of fused 
silica, cooled in liquid helium to with- 
in two degrees of absolute zero. The 
beam is being modulated in such a 
way as to squeeze, or dampen, the op- 
tical noise in the emerging signal. The 
damping can be clearly seen in the 
trace on the monitor in the back- 
ground (read left to right). 

The noise reduction is 12 percent 
below the previously known minimum 
level, over frequency ranges of 41 to 


of such high-sensitivity devices as 
laser gyroscopes and gravity-wave de- 
tectors may eventually be improved by 
the light-squeezing technique. 


Deadly grazing 


What's wrong with this poor critter? 
And why is that man in the white coat 
staring at it so quizzically? 

The steer in the photo has crooked 
calf disease, induced when its preg- 
nant mother ate lupine, a poisonous 
plant. The man is Richard Keeler, a 
chemist. Like many of his colleagues 
at the Agricultural Research Service's 
Poisonous Plant Research Laboratory 
at Logan, Utah—the only such facil- 
ity in the world—he is trying to stem 
a plague of plant poisonings that costs 
this nation dearly. 

“Each year,” says lab director Lynn 
F James, “losses related to poisoning 
affect three to five percent of the cat- 
tle, sheep, and horses that graze west- 
ern ranges, and cost ranchers in those 
states more than $190 million. The 
West abounds in shrubs, grasses, and 
trees that can kill, cripple, cause abor- 
tion, and in many other ways inter- 
fere with livestock production. And 
while humans can choose to avoid poi- 
sonous plants, animals often cannot.” 

The task of ARS scientists is to 
identify specific toxins in such plants, 
describe the symptoms of poisoning, 
and develop new methods of reducing 
livestock losses. One recent finding:

ARS chemist William F. Haddon and 
a team of University of California, 
Davis, researchers have discovered 
that a previously unsuspected chemi- 
cal, trans-4-hydroxy-2-hexenal, may 
play a key role in producing the toxic- 
ity of hundreds of wild plants through- 
out the world. It is a metabolite formed 
when certain plant alkaloids encoun- 
ter enzymes in the liver, and it causes 
irreversible damage to that organ. Its 
chemical structure is almost identical 
to that of a metabolite formed in the 
livers of animals when exposed to car- 
bon tetrachloride, whose fumes can 
cause liver malfunction in humans. 
"This parallel,” says Haddon, “may 
give us some new insights into liver 
disease.” 


Hot stuff in Princeton 


A new record has been set at Prince- 
ton’s tokamak, one of this nation’s 
leading entries in the race to perfect a 
fusion energy device. Formally known 
as the Princeton Plasma Physics Lab- 
oratory’s Tokamak Fusion Test Reac- 
tor, or TFTR, the giant machine heated 
a plasma of deuterium ions to 200 mil- 
lion degrees C, 10 times hotter than 
the interior of the sun, which is itself 
fueled by fusion. This temperature is 
well within the range required for a 
practical fusion reactor. The achieve- 
ment was hailed by U.S. Energy Sec- 
retary John S. Herrington as “a major 
milestone in progress toward the de- 
velopment of fusion energy.” 

In fusion, deuterium or deuterium- 
tritium ions (heavy isotopes of hydro- 
gen) combine to form helium nuclei;

the tiny mass lost in the reaction is 
converted into energy. To initiate and 
sustain the reaction, the plasma must 
not only be heated enough, but must 
be held together at a high enough 
density for long enough. (The tokamak 
design confines the plasma with dough- 
nut-shaped magnetic fields.) Simulta- 
neous achievement of these three con- 
ditions has not yet taken place. 


Robot space tug 


NASA has entered negotiations with 
TRW Inc. for a contract to develop the 
first robotic space vehicle by 1991. 
Shown in the artist's concept above, 
it is the Orbital Maneuvering Vehicle 
(OMV), an unmanned space tug. Its

mission: to extend the range of the 
space shuttle by some 1,500 miles, and 
eventually to support the proposed 
US. space station, by tugging satel- 
lites and other orbiting objects from 
place to place. 

In the drawing, the OMV is ap- 
proaching a disabled satellite in order 
to return it to the shuttle, and Earth, 
for repair. It will deliver such payloads 
to orbits well beyond the reach of the 
Shuttle, and will also reboost satel- 
lites like large observatories as their 
orbits gradually decay. As envisioned, 
the disc-shaped OMV will be the same 
diameter as the cargo bay of the shut- 
tle—15 feet—and about four feet 
thick. 


Breathing space 


The man in the picture at the bottom 
of the page is sporting the world’s first 
totally self-contained powered respi- 
rator, according to its manufacturer, 
England’s Pureflo Safety Ltd. It has 
no external battery packs, wires, or 
pipes. Designed to provide a clean, cool 
source of air in hot, dirty environ- 
ments, it has an internal microswitch 
that automatically turns on its fan/ 
motor unit as the helmet is pulled over 
the head. After the neck seal is tight- 
ened, air is drawn through the snap- 
fit filter at the back, past the battery 
housing at the top, and across the face. 
Exhausted air exits through a check- 
valve system at the chin, which pre- 
vents any polluted air from being 
inhaled. The nickel-cadmium battery 
pack gives eight hours of continuous 
use. 


A gene for heart disease? 


There is preliminary evidence, accord- 
ing to medical researchers at Lawrence 
Berkeley Laboratory, in California, 
that a single gene, existing in about 
15 percent of people, may carry a ten- 
dency toward developing heart disease, 
by predisposing them to the abnor- 
mally high blood lipids associated with 
diseases of the circulatory system. Dr. 
Ronald M. Krauss of LBLs Donner 
Laboratory cautioned that the find- 
ing was based on a small sample—17 
Mormon families in the San Francisco 
area. If the result is supported by fur- 
ther research, says Krauss, *we may 
have identified a relatively common 
genetic trait that could explain much 
of the familial clustering of coronary 
heart disease in the general popula- 
tion.” But he adds that “this should 
not... de-emphasize the importance of 
exercise, diet, drugs, and changes in

Faster still 


There are now four ver- 
sions of the four-cylin- 
der Porsche: 9245, 944, 
9445, and 944 Turbo. 
Think of them as fast, 
faster, faster still, and 
fastest. 

Although Porsche 
claims a 142-mph top 
speed for the latest, the 
9448, we saw the nee- 
dle nudge past that on 
a downhill stretch of 
the no-speed-limit Au- 
tobahn in Germany. 
There might have been 
a tad more speed there, but there was 
a big Citroén poking along at a mere 
90 mph in the fast lane, so the four- 
wheel discs were called upon to drop 
the Porsche toa more leisurely pace. 

The force behind this incredible per- 
formance, and the major difference be- 
tween the 944 and new 9445, is the 
latter's 190-horsepower 16-valve 2.5- 
liter engine. (That's 40 hp more than 
is produced by the eight-valve engine 
in the 924S and 944.) This engine is 
bolted to an exquisitely smooth five- 
speed manual transmission. Although 
it won't be available initially, Porsche 
promises an automatic in the near 
future. 

Selling such a car in a country

where the speed limit is 55 mph may 
seem illogical. But Porsche insists 
there are reasons to consider the 944S 
both safe and sane. 

First, the shape of the four-valve 
combustion chamber and its central 
spark plug promote equal flame travel 
in all directions. Combined with a so- 
phisticated knock-control system, this 
allows a 10.9:1 compression ratio for 
high torque and low fuel consumption. 

Also, an optional four-wheel anti- 
lock braking system is available in the 
9445. Porsche engineers say the unit 
is similar in design and function to 
that fitted to the V8-powered 9285. 

And finally, Porsche has developed 
a completely new air-bag system for 


the car that protects not only the 
driver, but the passenger as well. Op- 
tional in the 944 and 944S, it comes 
as standard equipment in the 944 
Turbo. 

Like other front-engine Porsches, 
the ride of the 944S is firm but not 
harsh. An enthusiast driver might 
even describe it as supple. Apparently, 
Porsche engineers have provided 
enough wheel travel and tuned shock 
damping to allow the wheels to step 
in and out of bumps without having 
the car skate through rough corners. 

Of course, all of this performance, 
poise, status, and safety has its price 
— $28,250, to be precise. 


Electric upshifts 


It now appears that Isuzu, General 
Motors' affiliate in Japan, will beat 
Chrysler to market with an electro- 
mechanical automatic transmission. 
Both companies have been working on 
automatics that use computers to pre- 
cisely control gear changes, rather 
than the hydraulics currently used. 

Isuzu's design is really a robot- 
controlled manual, with the clutch and 
shifter actuated by hydraulic rams. 
Chrysler reportedly is working on a 
system in which electric solenoids con- 
trol planetary gears. 

The goal of both programs is to op- 
timize the efficiency of the automatic 
transmission—a tough proposition be- 
cause current automatics are highly 
reliable and efficient. 


Three from Toyota 


What do you do with a family sedan 
that sells so well that dealers can't 
keep it in stock, and also winds up 
near the top of every consumer satis- 
faction survey?

put an ear to the cam cover, and could 
hear nothing but the gentle clatter of 
lifters.) 

Teamed with fuel injection that uses 
long, tuned intake runners, the new 
head gives the Camry V6-like torque. 
The same engine also goes into the 
ST and GT versions of the Celica, 
making a great car even better. 

Toyota will build Camrys at its Scott 
County, Ky., plant, starting in mid- 
1988. This will pour 200,000 more 
Camrys per year right into the heart 
of the family sedan market, and could 
pose a serious threat to the domestic 
Big Three. 

For those seeking a bargain, Toyota 
also is building a brand new Tercel. 
Three valves per cylinder (two intakes, 
one exhaust) and a constant-velocity 
carburetor (similar to the cantanker- 
ous SU) help the 218-pound aluminum 
engine pump out 78 horsepower. The 
rest of the car’s as sweet as the en- 
gine, drawing nothing but rave re- 
views from those who drove it at the 
Toyota new-model preview. 

Finally, a turbocharged version of 
the Supra offers the kind of mid-range 
torque normally found only in a large 
V8. Anti-lock brakes, built by Toyota 
under license from Bosch, help slow 
the big coupe from its 140-mph top 
speed. 


Bavarian delight 


BMW’s Z1 prototype may signal a 
Sports-car revival for the Bavarian 
auto maker. The two-seater is based 
on 325i components, but here the 
171-horsepower engine, five-speed 
gearbox, and rear differential are tied 
solidly together by a massive alumi- 
num torque tube, forming the back- 
bone of the car. Additional strength 
comes from a load-bearing structure 
of galvanized steel, while plastic skin 
panels provide a 0.32 drag coefficient. 
For safety, a rollover bar is integrated 
into the windshield frame. 
Independent rear suspension of the 
Z1 uses new coil-sprung semi-trailing 
arms currently under development for 
BMW's revised 3-series car. Weight of 
the roadster is just 2,205 pounds, and 
0-to-60-mph times of seven seconds are 
claimed. When can you buy one? Pro- 
duction could be just a few years away. 


Time to retire? 


New suspension technologies under 
development by auto makers are al- 
ready having an impact on tire design. 
Ford's new Thunderbird Turbo coupe, 
which for 1987 is fitted with electron-

“Some of the work now done 
by the tires could be done by these 
suspension systems," says a Michelin 
engineer. For instance, one result 
could be more ride comfort with no 
sacrifice in handling because softer 
sidewalls could be introduced without 
giving up quick response to small 
steering inputs. 


Rear-drive redux 


Not long ago, it seemed that big rear- 
wheel-drive luxury cars would go the 
way of the dinosaur. Now it looks like 
they'll roll on for a decade more. Re- 
ports are that General Motors will 
build full-size rear-drive sedans and 
wagons well into the 1990s, allowing 
Buick, Cadillac, Chevrolet, and Olds- 
mobile to keep models that still sell 
extremely well.

the screen in front of me. The 
pictures look as good as commercial 
television. But I’m not watching TV. 
Tm at Apples Cupertino headquarters, 
seeing the first demonstration of its 
new top-of-the-line computer: the Ap- 
ple IIGS (graphics and sound). 

The GS works like a Mac—pull- 
down menus, on-screen icons, mouse 
control, and high-speed processing 
power—but it can use all Apple II 
programs, and it will accept future 16- 
bit software. How does it do all that? 

Tom Virden, GS marketing man- 
ager, opened the top to show me the 
machine’s logic board. “The GS uses 
surface-mount technology that puts a 
lot of chips into one package,” he ex- 
plained. “On this board, an entire 
Apple Пе is inside one package 1.25 
inches square.” 
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It's the rest of the board that makes 
the GS so powerful—and fast. Com- 
putational speed is 2.6 times faster 
than the IIe. Virden pointed to a sec- 
ond microprocessor. “This handles the 
new 16-bit software now being devel- 
oped," he said. I also saw seven ex- 
pansion connectors, normal for a Ile, 
and an eighth socket dedicated to 
memory expansion. “You can fill that 
slot immediately to give the GS a meg- 
abyte of memory," said Virden, *and 
other boards being developed could ex- 
pand memory to eight megabytes." 

That could be expensive. A basic 
GS costs $995; a GS with color mon- 
itor and two disk drives (3.5 or 5.25 in.) 
is $2,500; and a fully loaded eight- 
megabyte system is a whopping $4,000. 

Itried the GS. Using the mouse to 
pull down and open a menu, I was con- 
fronted with a control panel—icons of 
dial settings that you can change, and 
options from which you can choose. 

By clicking the mouse button I could 


choose among seven display modes 
—including both 40- and 80-column 
text—and a variety of graphics dis- 
plays from low to super-high resolu- 
tion. Like the earlier model IIs, the 40- 
column text mode creates dot-matrix 
characters that look old-fashioned. 
The display improved significantly in 
the 80-column mode, but it lacked the 
solid smoothness of the Mac, and it 
didn't approach the TV-like quality I'd 
seen in the graphics mode. Of course, 
the GS does beat the Mac in one area: 
Up to 16 colors can be displayed from 
a pallette of 96. 

The panel also let me control the 
volume and tone created by the new 
GS sound synthesizer, a chip that can 
play 15 separate voices or instruments 
simultaneously. Quality? The sound 
from a music program I tried was the 
best I've heard from any computer. 

For the moment, the success of GS 
may rest on its ability to use present 
Apple II software. Its future will rely 
on hardware and software to come. 
Says Virden: “It was an incredible

ORLANDO, Fra. 
atch out, you'll miss it,” shouts Michael Gro: 
W president of Terra Block Worldw above the roar 
of a 50-hp diesel engine. For an instant, Гуе 
glanced up from a knee-level conveyor ramp on a machine 
that makes earthen blocks. When I look back down, a 
30-pound building block formed from reddish, sandy local 
soil has appeared—as if by magic—on the ramp. Moments 
later, another 12-by-10-by-4-inch block slides onto a sec- 
ond ramp. 

Such dazzling speed—some 600 blocks an hour—sets 
Terra Block's earth-block machine apart from others on 
the market. What's really attracting builders, especially 
from Third World countries, however, is the machine's sim- 
plicity and dirt-cheap product: Transport a machine to a 
building site, shovel in soil, and start the engine. A high- 
pressure hydraulic ram squeezes out the ready-to-use 
blocks. Construction is simple, too: After walls are stacked, 
an optional sealant and stucco coating can be applied. 

Robert Gross, a former NASA engineer who designed 
and patented the machine, says an hour's production re- 
quires about ?4 gallon of diesel fuel. "That's less than three-

tenths of a penny in direct fuel costs per block, or twenty 
times more energy savings than the best contemporary 
construction materials," says Robert Gross.

Eddies of superheated air swirl up 
from the raging forest fire. They be- 
come lethal riptides to the cargo plane 
carrying life-support and firefighting 
gear toward waiting firefighters on the 
ground. The plane can't get too close, 
so while yet miles from the target, it 
drops its payload. A parafoil unfurls, 
and the load is guided via remote con- 
trol to a pinpoint landing. 

Parafoils—those rectangular para- 
chutes used by sky divers for preci- 
Sion maneuvers and landings—are 
now being tested by Lockheed Missiles 
and Space Co. (1111 Lockheed Way, 
Sunnyvale, Calif. 94089) for un- 
manned work. Guided by radio remote 
control from the ground or an aircraft, 
the experimental parafoil can deliver 
on-target payloads from a drop point 
up to 20 miles away. 

The guidance electronics is carried 
in a cargo box suspended beneath the 


parafoil. The 12-volt, battery-powered 
radio receiver is the same as used in 
radio-controlled airplanes. It uses com- 
mands from the ground transmitter 
to control three on-board motors. The 
motors, attached to the parafoil's con- 
trol lines, tug at the lines to move 
the shrouds and change direction— 
just as a parachutist does. 

Lockheed engineers see the system 
being used not only for air-dropping 
equipment to firefighters but also for 
dropping rescue gear to survivors at 
sea. And the military is interested in 
controllable parafoils for resupplying 
ground troops without exposing air- 
craft to small-arms fire. 

At present the tests are performed 
from only a few thousand feet (right). 
The cargo box is carried aloft by a he- 
licopter, then released and the para- 
foil deployed. Its descent is controlled 
from the ground (inset).—Bill Siuru

ho buys these cars? That 
W question popped into mind the 

first time I saw the cars in this 
test group. It wasn't meant to be harsh; 
it was just a logical thing to ask. After 
all, PS had just finished testing two 
of the smoothest, most refined sport 
coupes around, the Toyota Celica and 
Acura Integra. And it didn't take more 
than five minutes with the three do- 
mestics to realize that they weren't 
going to be the polished performers 
their Japanese rivals were. 

But once I recovered from the cul- 
ture shock, I found this trio starting 
to grow on me. Each has a slightly 
brash, broad-shouldered personality 
that is distinctly American. And if 
you're willing to overlook a few rough 
edges, each provides a reasonable mea- 
sure of practicality and driving fun. 
And one car in the group appears to 
be the hands-down choice for those 
looking for easy serviceability. 


Mass appeal 


Slide into the front seat of the Sun- 
dance and look around— you'll swear 
you've been there a thousand times be- 
fore. That's no surprise. The Sundance 
and its twin, the Dodge Shadow, share 
engines, transmissions, suspension 
parts, floor-pan stampings, and hun- 
dreds of smaller bits and pieces with 
Chrysler's other front-drive sedans, 
sports cars, and mini-vans. 

Familiar, too, are the Cavalier and 
Skyhawk. That's probably because 
they are both members of General Mo- 
tors' J-car family. Some 700,000 J's 
were sold last year in the US. alone, 
outfitted as everything from stripped 
Cavaliers for rental fleets to load- 
ed Cimarrons for the country-club set. 

Only in America would a company 
mass-produce three-quarters of a mil- 
lion nearly identical cars, then try to 
tailor each to the tastes of every cow- 
boy, computer programmer, librarian, 
and street racer. This allows buyers 
freedom of expression at a reasonable 
price, but the result is cars that feel 
as if their parts were never quite made 
to work together.

Take the Sundance, for instance. De- 
signed primarily as an economy car, it 
can hold two adults comfortably in 
front and two good-size children in the 
rear. The Sundance also has a large, 
deep trunk, with a hatch and 60-40- 
split rear seat back that allow the car 
to haul anything from grocery bags to 
water skis. 

This economy-car heritage resulted 
in a sports sedan with some annoying 
rough edges, though. Adding a turbo 
to the 2.2-liter four made an engine 
that generates lots of power. But it's 
also noisy when pushed, and the turbo 
whines whenever it's asked to do any 
work. The clutch pedal was heavy and 
the shift linkage notchy. When asked 
to perform like a sports car, the Sun- 
dance feels a touch awkward on its feet. 
It took some practice before I could 
drive the car smoothly. 

Still, at $10,765 complete with the 
turbo engine, cassette radio, and air 
conditioning, the Sundance is a bar- 
gain. It also looks as easy to service as 
any car currently made. For example, 
the black plastic cover on the center of 
the instrument panel simply snaps off, 
allowing the boost gauge, rear defroster 
switch, heater controls, and radio to 
be removed in minutes. All flashers 
and buzzers reside behind a small door 
in the glove box. Even the oil filter, 
which mounts on front of the engine, is 
easy to reach. And like all 1987 Chrys- 
lers, the Sundance has a stainless- 
steel exhaust system, which should re- 
duce trips to the muffler shop. 

Ifthe Sundance seemed a bit appliance- 
like, the Cavalier Z24 felt like some- 
thing from the sporting-goods depart- 
ment. The car clearly is intended for 
those who desire a Camaro or Corvette 
but can't swing the payments. And be- 
cause it is smaller and easier to ma- 
neuver, I found the Z24 far more enjoy- 
able than either of its big brothers. 

The key to the Z24's personality is 
its engine, a 2.8-liter fuel-injection V6. 
Though it produced far less power than 
either turbocharged four, the engine's 
burbling exhaust and smooth torque 
curve made it the choice of almost ev- 
eryone who drove the three cars. 

The worst that could be said about 
the rest ofthe car was that it was thor- 
oughly competent, far better than the 
crude, uncomfortable J-cars of the 
early 1980s. Some testers thought the 
manual transmission needed a fifth 
gear (which it will get for 1987), and 
no one cared much for the electronic in- 
struments. But the comfortable seats, 
firm ride, and quick steering all seemed 
dedicated to the same end—a car that's 
fun to drive. As a result, the Z24 was 
more balanced and refined than the 
other two.

Vision

When I received the sunglasses and 
put them on I couldn’t believe my eyes. 
Ikept taking them offand putting them 
on to see if indeed what I was seeing 

through the glasses was indeed actual- 
lysharper orif my imagination was play- 
ing tricks on me. But my vision improv- 
ed. It was obvious. I kept putting on my 

‘cherished $100 pair of high-tech 
sunglasses and comparing them. They 
didn’t compare. I was very impressed. 
Everything appeared sharper, more 
defined and indeed had a greater three 
dimensional look toit. But what did this 
product do that made my vision so much 
better? I found out. 

DEPRESSING COLOR 

The sunglasses (called BluBlockers) 
filter out the ultraviolet and blue spec- 
trum light waves from the sun. You’ve

In contrast, the Skyhawk was an au- 
tomotive Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. 
Driven at moderate speeds, the small 
Buick felt smooth and civilized. Except 
for a slightly rough idle, the 1.8-liter 
turbocharged four ran quietly. The ride 
was comfortable, and the car was re- 
laxing to drive for long stretches on 
the turnpike. 

The Hyde side of the Skyhawk’s per- 
sonality erupted anytime you nailed 


Views from the driver’s seat 


Take one hot power plant and a lightweight 
body shell stuffed with options; toss in some 
suspension stiffening and sport wheels, and a 
pinch of fancy exterior graphics for flavor. Then, 
stir up the market with some spicy advertis- 
ing, and serve hot to an American audience 
starved for sporty cars. 

Back in the late '60s and early '70s that 
was the simple, reliable recipe for satisfying 
the American public's taste for performance 
cars. But obviously, the U.S. market is no 
longer starved for sporty cars. Unfortunately, 
sometimes American car makers still think they 
can get away with the same rough-edged ve- 
hicles they used to build. 

If there's one thing that goes against my 
grain, it's a car that pretends to be more than 
it is. I'm not suggesting that the fat, sticky 
tires and firm-ride suspensions on these three 
cars didn't contribute to their performances, 
but | think it’s interesting to note that tiny 
economy cars with more compliant rides, far 
skinnier tires, and engines with less power have 
gone faster, stopped shorter, and handled bet- 
ter. And those econoboxes provided all that 
performance for about half of what these heav- 
ily optioned models cost. 

My first disappointment with this trio came 
in the brake lane. Despite their light weight 
and wide tires, none of these sedans stopped 
particularly well. Mediocre performance also 
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the throttle. After hesitating a moment 
while the turbocharger gained speed, 
the car would leap forward, with the 
engine howling angrily and the trans- 
mission snapping off shifts. By choos- 
ing the turbo four instead of the Chevy- 
built V6, Buick picked up 30 more 
horsepower. Whether the acceleration 
that results is worth the sound and 
fury under the hood, only individual 
buyers can decide. (The 1987 Buick 


was the rule in the acceleration tests. Zero-to- 
sixty times were not much better than those 
of several family sedans and economy cars PS 
has tested recently. Only the results in the han- 
dling tests were in keeping with the aggres- 
sive image these cars try to project. 

The mediocre driving environment also left 
me with a lukewarm impression. The Cavalier 
interior was comfortable, but the electronic 
instruments appeared cheap and were barely 
readable in normal daylight. The Skyhawk's 
front buckets and leather steering wheel got 
good grades. But though the needle-type 
gauges were easier to read than the Chevy's 
electronic displays, they were plagued by re- 
flections from their plastic fascia. 

The Plymouth also had a terrific steering 
wheel, but the gauges and switches looked and 
felt cheap. And while the front buckets ap- 
peared expensive and felt soft for the first few 
miles, | soon found my back sagging from lack 
of support. 

The bottom line on all three of these cars is 
that they're badly in need of additional refine- 
ment. They're all a bit like unripened fruit: 
not quite fit for public consumption. 

I'm not sure any of these cars deserve to 
be recognized as a winner. But forced to 
make a choice, I'd take the Cavalier 224 be- 
cause it stopped best and offended least. 
—Jack Keebler

For me, the choice in this group is 
between the smooth, muscular feel of 
the Cavalier and the Sundance's util- 
ity and ease of service. Since I keep 
cars forever and do my own repairs, the 
Sundance gets the nod. 


Taking a simple, unpretentious car and pass- 
ing it off as an upscale fantasy has been a 
habit that Detroit car makers can't seem to 
break. 

The cars in this group take two of the best. 
transportation-special chassis in the business 
— Chrysler's basic front-drive platform and 
GM's subcompact J-body—and add power 
and flash in an attempt to create low-cost. 
sporty cars. 

How well they succeed depends largely on 
your expectations. | found the acceleration 
impressive, but the remainder of the package 
doesn't get out of the dime-a-dance league, 
largely because the basic power train and 
chassis are unchanged from those of the trans- 
portation specials. Shift precision, engine flex- 
ibility (except for the Chevy V6), and all-around 
handling seem lacking. Yet because Detroit 
prices its options for maximum profits, the cost 
of the glamour these cars provide can come 
high. 

The show-versus-go argument will never end, 
and neither will the argument over whether 
you're better off with a stripped version of a 
high-priced car or a loaded version of some 
lesser breed. Gimmicks like slotted backlight 
covers seem only to raise adolescent expecta- 
tions. Maybe that's why | keep hearing mom 
saying, “Sure she's cute, but would you really 
want to marry her?"—Dan McCosh

Did life begin in clay? 


For years investigators who seek the 
origins of life adhered mostly to the 
theory that life's antecedents were or- 
ganic molecules that got together for- 
tuitously in a “primordial soup.” Now 
a few scientists are postulating that 
life had a more solid beginning: in or- 
dinary clay. 


The latest evidence for the clay the- 
ory comes from experiments at NASA's 
Ames Research Center, in Mountain 
View, Calif., where a team of biochem- 
ists demonstrated that clays can store 
and transfer energy. 

The “primordial soup" theory, pro- 
posed in the 1930s by Russian scien-

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tist A. І. Oparin, suggests that the 
precursors of life were simple organic 
molecules that were formed in Earth’s 
primeval atmosphere when lightning 
or solar ultraviolet rays triggered 
chemical reactions among the ammo- 
nia, nitrogen, methane, and water 
vapor lurking there. Once formed, the 
molecules were rained into the oceans, 
where, after millions of years and bil- 
lions of random chemical reactions, a 
complex organic molecule that could 
replicate itself evolved. 

But more-recent evidence—from an- 
cient rocks on Earth, the moon, and 
meteorites—suggests that the requi- 
site ammonia and methane were not 
abundant in Earth’s early atmosphere. 


Catalyst and concentrator 


The new clay theory, proposed by Dr. 
A. G. Cairns-Smith of the University 
of Glasgow, Scotland, suggests that the 
evolution of life was patterned, not 
random. It has long been known that 
clays can act as catalysts in chemical 
reactions and can select certain chem- 
icals. Observations at Ames and else- 
where have shown that clays could 
have helped select and concentrate the 
raw materials of life (perhaps leach- 
ing them from the oceans during high 
tide) and could have triggered furth- 
er reactions of these building blocks, 
eventually producing incipient pro- 
teins and DNA. In addition, experi- 
ments in Germany have suggested 
that clays exhibit other lifelike func- 
tions, including self-replication. 

The most recent Ames experiments 
indicate that clay can absorb, store, 
and transfer energy. That energy could 
have triggered the chemical reactions 
that formed primitive proto-organisms. 
The researchers, led by Dr. Lelia 
Coyne, measured ultraviolet-light re- 
lease from clays as evidence of their 
energetic processes. They found that 
light was emitted when the clays were 
wetted, dried, ground up, fractured, or 
irradiated with gamma rays. Similar 
conditions could be produced in nature 
by earthquakes, freeze-thaw cycles, 
tidal cycles, and erosion. 

Coyne proposes that clays store en- 
ergy, such as that released during nat- 
ural radioactive decay, by capturing 
highly energetic electrons in irregu- 
larities or defects in their crystalline 
or atomic structure. The mechanical 
energy associated with rock movement. 
could also possibly be absorbed and 
stored (as well as released), Coyne and 
her team suggest. 

“There is nothing in clays that 
would make them the only minerals 
capable of carrying out the chemical 
processes that led to life,” Coyne notes, 
“but clays do have special properties 
among minerals.” —V. Elaine Gilmore

Alternate-Energy Answers

Vegetable-oil antifreeze? 


I have a Revere solar water heater 
that uses a 50/50 solution of propyl- 
ene glycol. I need more antifreeze but 
can't find any in the Tucson area. 
Someone suggested using vegetable oil 
instead. Would this work? 

James Wesaneu, Tucson, Ariz. 


One source of propylene glycol is Dow 
Chemical Co. (Midland, Mich.). It 
markets this product under the trade 
name Dowfrost. Call 800-258-2580 
and ask for the local distributor. Under 
no circumstances should you use veg- 
etable oil in a solar system! It will 
cause extensive and expensive damage. 


Thermal bonding 


I have some old %-inch copper pipe, 
which I'd like to use to build a solar 
collector. How can I create a good ther- 
mal bond between the tubes and the 
aluminum absorber plate? 

Roger N. Johnson, Mahwah, N.J. 


You recognize the importance of a good 
thermal bond for good collector per- 
formance. A mechanical bond has been 
used successfully by a number of man- 
ufacturers over the years. But you can- 
not simply lay the pipe on a flat plate 
and hope to get an adequate bond. I 
suggest you take your absorber plates 
of aluminum to a local sheet-metal 
shop and have them press '-inch 
semicylindrical grooves in the plate at 
six-inch intervals. Then you can clamp 
the pipe every foot or so to the plate 
and have a good bond. You might 
check at a plumbing store for some 
thermally conducting epoxy or high- 
temperature grease. 


Reducing exhaust loss 


How can I reduce the loss of heated 
air in winter and cooled air in sum- 
mer caused by the exhaust of my 
clothes dryer in the utility room? 
Jordan T. Bolton, Harlingen, Texas 


In summer, I recommend using an out- 
door air supply to the dryer room, 
which could be isolated from the rest 
of the house by closing the dryer-room 
door. In winter, I would use indoor air 
because it will not be heated by elec- 


tricity as is the dryer-heated air. If you 
filter the dryer outlet, you could return 
the dryer-outlet air to the heated space. 
Some experts have suggested, however, 
that very small fibers can pass through 
even fine filters and lodge deep in an 
occupant's lungs. 


Add-a-duct debate 


It is my understanding that supply- 
ing outdoor air to a furnace increases 
its efficiency. Is this contrary to your 
answer in Add a Duct? in the Janu- 
ary "AEA" column?

You state in Add a Duct? that com- 
bustion air will be heated directly or 
indirectly if outdoor or indoor air is 
used for combustion. But because the 
flame is a result of a chemical reac- 
tion, wouldn't the flame be the same 
temperature regardless of the air- 
supply temperature? 

Thomas M. McCain, Canandensis, Pa. 


A chemical reaction produces heat, not 
temperature. A given Btu number 
is released per pound of fuel burned 
(let's assume complete combustion for 
simplicity). Therefore, if colder air en- 
ters the combustion chamber, the ef- 
fective flame temperature will be lower. 
There is another factor at work in some 
cases. Cold air is more dense and con- 
tains more oxygen than does warm air. 
This can improve combustion efficiency 
when the furnace is tuned (i.e., set for. 
an air-fuel ratio) for cold air. It will 
then have best efficiency with an out- 
door air supply. 


High R-value desire 


I want to build an energy-efficient 
house with walls that have an insula- 
tion value of R-40 and a roof with ca- 
thedral ceiling of R-60. What sort of 
insulation can I use without having 
thick walls and roof? 

Sybil Volkman, Boise, Idaho 


I question the need for insulation val- 
ues of R-40 and R-60. When you look 
at the cost of this large amount of in- 
sulation and the expensive floor space 
the thick walls consume, it may not be 
cost effective. If you decide to proceed 
as you describe, the highest R-value in- 


sulation commonly available is polyi- 
socyanurate. One company's trademark 
is Thermax. It has an R-value of about 
7.5 per inch. Therefore, with 2 x 6 wall 
construction (5.5-inch true cavity 
depth), you will have R-41 due to the 
insulation alone. 


Crawl-space-plenum problem 


My wood-framed crawl space serves as 
the hot-air-supply plenum for my 
house. The walls of the crawl space 
are insulated, but the floor is not. 
Should it be? 

Robert N. Schneblin, Elko, Nev. 


I can't imagine why you would use a 
crawl space as a supply plenum for a 
heating system. The leaks of hot air 
through your wood walls must be 
costly. Rather than insulate the floor 
of the crawl space, I would install a 
duct system with proper insulation. 
You should have an engineer or com- 
petent contractor check the size of your 
present furnace fan relative to the re- 
quired duct system. The savings from 
this will be very large relative to those 
from floor insulation. 


Preventing pipe corrosion 


Why hasn't someone come up with a 
simple, homeowner-installed active 
anti-corrosion device for home 
plumbing systems instead of the pas- 
Sive magnesium-anode approach? My 
water is acidic, and the copper cold- 
water pipes corrode and leak. 
Frederick Butterfield 
Williamstown, N.J. 


Water chemistry is a complicated mat- 
ter. It may be a metallic ion that is 
causing your problem. If your water 
is acidic, many ions probably are pres- 
ent in the city water. I suggest a thor- 
ough water-chemistry test with advice 
from an expert regarding corrosion 
control. Cathodic protection of buried 
pipes is accomplished in remote loca- 
tions by use of solar-cell arrays. The 
array is designed to produce a voltage 
in the opposite direction of and greater 
than the natural galvanic voltage. This 
method of corrosion control could be 
applied to home water heaters in the- 
ory, but the cost would be many times 
greater than that of replaceable mag- 
nesium anodes.

Whats News 


Propfan test 


General Electric Co. has flown the first 
test version of its unducted propfan [PS, 
March '85] on a Boeing 727, mounted 
in place of one of the jet engines at 
the rear. During the 67-minute flight, 
everything worked as planned, and GE 
says the engine could be certified for 
production by 1990 and in an airplane 
by 1991 or '92. Airlines are interested 
because the new-generation propfans 
will give fuel savings of perhaps 25 
percent while flying at jet speeds. 


Maglev in business 


The city of Berlin is observing its 
750th birthday next year, and to cele- 
brate will put into operation the world's 
first full-fledged operational magnetic- 
levitation passenger transport system 
(PS, Oct. ’84]. A one-mile-long first 
Stage is expected to begin service on 
May 1. The train will be propelled by 
a linear synchronous motor whose sta- 
tor lies along the guideway. 


Around-the-world flight 


Burt Rutan's Voyager [PS, Sept. '84], 
built to circumnavigate the globe with- 
out landing or refueling, has com- 
pleted a 24-hour warm-up test flight. 
Copilots Dick Rutan (Burt's brother) 
and Jeana Yeager said they got about 
five hours of sleep each during the 
flight. The 12-day 22,000-mile globe- 
circling attempt is now scheduled to 
be made this fall—perhaps by the 
time you read this. 


Hyundai strikes again 


The Korean industrial giant has al- 
ready scored impressive sales with its 
under-$5,000 car, which was brought 
into this country earlier this year. Now 
the company says it is test-marketing 
an: IBM-compatible computer called 
the Blue Chip for $699. A black-and- 
white monitor and second disk drive 
bring it up to $917. A comparable 
512-kilobyte model made by Big Blue 
goes for $1,945 list. 


New Aerobie 


Alan Adler, a Stanford University 
aerodynamicist, designed the Aerobie, 
a plastic ring that is first cousin to a 
frisbee but is more stable, flies bet- 
ter, and goes farther [PS, Sept.]. He 
offered a $1,000 prize for the first per- 
son to throw it more than 1,200 feet, 
which would be the longest distance 
anybody has ever thrown anything. 
There is a winner. He is Scott Zimmer- 
man, who, not surprisingly, is already 
in the Guinness Book of World Records 
for the previous record toss of 1,125 
feet. Zimmerman's $1,000 toss was 
1,257 feet at right angles to a 15-mph 
wind, and lasted 28 seconds. Adler im- 
mediately established another $1,000 
prize—this one for the first Aerobie 
toss of more than 1,320 feet—a quar- 
ter mile. He can afford it: He has 
sold more than a million Aerobies at 
$8.95 each. 


Superconducting generators 


The Russians have begun testing a 
300-watt superconducting generator 
—the world's biggest. A generator 
using superconducting windings has 
no electrical resistance, so it can be 
far smaller than a conventional unit 
and doesn't waste part of its power gen- 
erating heat. Such units have been un- 
der development in the United States 
and elsewhere [PS, Oct. 74]. But a few 
years ago, most researchers in the 
U. S. and Europe gave up the effort 
because of a slowing in the growth 
of electrical use. 

The Soviet machine has windings 
of fine threads of titanium-niobium 
alloy, and is suspended in liquid he- 
lium at —565 degrees F Soviet en- 
gineers are also designing a 1,200- 
megawatt unit, and say they will build 
a 5,000-megawatt unit early in the 
next century. 


Chunnel hassle 


The British and French are taking 
turns walking out in a huff from meet- 
ings over the Chunnel these days [PS, 


May]. The point of conflict: Whose 
high-speed train will go through the 
under-the-channel tunnel. The French 
want that honor to go to the 186-mph 
TGV—train a grande vitesse |PS, May 
'81]. The British, on the other hand, 
want to use the 140-mph train sched- 
uled for the London-to-Edinburgh run. 


Hot, dry rocks 


Researchers in New Mexico have taken 
a step that may bring geothermal en- 
ergy a step closer to practicality. The 
biggest bar to geothermal's widespread 
use is the fact that deposits of natural- 
ly occurring ground water in areas of 
naturally heated rocks are rare. But 
hot-rock deposits underly almost all 
continental masses, and some are 
fairly near the surface. 

The Los Alamos researchers drilled 
into the hot rock, then pumped ex- 
tremely high-pressure water into a de- 
posit of rock 13,000 feet beneath New 
Mexico's Jemez mountains. This tech- 
nique is called hydrofracturing, and 
was developed by the oil industry to 
extract more oil from certain depos- 
its. Once the rocks were broken, the 
New Mexico team drilled another hole 
at some distance from the first but 
also penetrating the crack zone. Then 
water pumped down one hole flowed 
through the hot, cracked rocks, pick- 
ing up heat before coming back up the 
other hole. 

Using this technique, the experi- 
menters withdrew enough 350-degree 
water to generate power for a town of 
2,000 people. Of course, with oil prices 
dropping sharply, the economic incen- 
tive for developing various forms of al- 
ternate energy are not as great as they 
once were. But the supply of oil is lim- 
ited. It will be in short supply again. 
The only disagreement is over just 
when that will be.

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Finally, after 2,200 years of sightings, speculation, and hoopla, astronomers poring over 
the mounds of data sent back by a bevy of spacecraft are able to state what Halley's comet 
is really like. Surprising conclusions of a recent symposium: The tumbling comet is jet 
black and has strange geysers spouting from cracks in its crust.

through the void. At its back glowed the sun, inexora- 
bly putting on the gravitational brakes. The outermost 
frontier of our solar system waited far ahead. 
Gritty vapor surrounded the old ice block in a lumi- 
nous cloud, stretching to a long tail now pushed outward 
by the solar wind. On its sunlit side, a jagged crack ripped 
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| nky black and lumpy, the ancient iceberg tumbled slowly 


across its crusty surface and a geyser of water-rich comet 
stuff jetted into the dusty glowing sphere that cocooned 
this potato-shaped relic of time and space. From 33,000 
miles and 13 minutes away, a watching camera recorded 
the event. 

Halley's comet, in mid-March, was about to have its fifth 
visitor from Earth. The European sp: aft Giotto was 
coming. Within 12 minutes, range closed to barely 2,500 
miles. The ship was hurtled on through a thickening cloud. 
Just 14 seconds from its closest approach to the comet's 


` соге, scrubbed by dust and thudded with cometary nug- 
gets, Giotto went blind. 

Plunging ahead, its antenna skewed away from Earth, 
the craft flashed 375 miles behind Halley's' mysterious 
mass, on its sunny side, and disappeared again into the 
void. Passing velocity: more than 150,000 mph—42 miles 
in a second. 

At the blank screens in Giotto's control center at 
Darmstadt, West Germany, exhausted scientists cheered. 
But was the spacecraft dead or alive? A minute later, they 
had their answer. Earth stations were still locked onto 
Giotto's radio carrier signal. The craft was wobbling, but 
working. Racing away from Halley's comet, its small 
thrusters slowly damped out the wobble until the signal 
reaching the control center was loud and clear. 

Even better, Giotto's on-board recorder held a second-by- 
second account of its passage. Although the camera lens 
was forever frosted by abrasive dust and a trio of the ship's 
sensors were fatally damaged, most of the vital data could 
be retrieved. А 

“We can now talk about the origin of comets and of the 
solar system,” said Roger Bonnet, director of scientific pro- 
grams for the European Space Agency (ESA), at a meet- 
ing in Paris two months later. “Comets are the remains of 
the original cloud [that formed the sola 
had long been speculated. Now as leading 
data sent back to Earth by an armada of spacecraf 
are finding the proof of this origin embedded in the com- 
position of dust from Halley’s. The legendary comet is at 
last giving up its secrets. 


Exciting discoveries 


Two Russian craft, Vega 1 and Vega 2, preceded Giotto 
to the comet. Vega 1 passed about 5,500 miles from Hal- 
ley's on March 6. Vega 2 viewed it from a slightly differ- 
ent trajectory, about 5,000 miles away three days later. In 
addition to returning a wealth of photos and measure- 
ments, both served as pathfinders for Giotto's near-collision 
course with the comet. At about the same time, two Jap- 
anese spacecraft, Sakigake and Suisei, passed the comet 
at distances of 4.3 million and 94,000 miles, respectively. 
Neither of the craft had a camera, but they concentrat- 
ed on collecting information on how the comet interacts 


with the solar wind and the general space environment. 

The collective findings set the seientific community 
abuzz: 

e Halley’s comet is much larger апа blagker than ex- 
pected. “Its size is about nine miles by Six mules, and the 
color is black velvet,” said Dr. Asoka Mendis, physicist 
from the University of California at San Diego, Mendis 
was a co-investigator on Giotto's electron spedtrometer and 
its heav n analyzer. 

* The comet tumbles slowly, rotating @very 52 hours. 

* It is indeed an icy snowball, as astronomer Fred Whip- 
ple first proposed for comets in 1950. But its surface is 
crusted with nonvolatile organic-rich materials. On the 
sunlit side, the crust sometimes cracks open, releasing 
massive jets of water vapor and dust that сгбаќе the coma 
and eventually the tail. 

ө At its most active, Halley's spewed out More than 16 
tons of material per second and lost a fall of about 165 
million tons of mass during its 1985-86 passage around 
the sun. At that rate, it will survive another 253,308 years, 
or 3,300 more returns, said Dr. Tony MeDonald of the Uni- 
versity of Kent at Canterbury, England: 

* Water vapor accounts for 80 percent of the comet's 
gas cloud. But organic compounds, including benzene, were 
found, as were heavier molecules of metallic elements. 

* The comet's coma contains significantly fewer dust 
particles than expected. Even so, Gioftü recorded 12,000 
impacts before its closest approach, including 150 of mi- 
crogram size and 10 big enough to rock the spacecraft. It 
was the last of those that put the ship into a wobble. 

Perhaps the most important discovery about Halley's 
was its physical appearance. It's an elongated mass, 
almost potato-shaped, with a knobby protrusion at one 
end. Its velvet-black surface, lumpy and cracked, is a 
hydrocarbon-rich crust of unknown thickness; estimates 
range from М: inch to several yards. The crust itself pre- 
vents the underlying ice from evaporating or sublimat- 
ing, even though Giotto and the Vegas measured its surface 
temperature at about 86 degrees F. 

The comet's unusual size and potato shape first became 
apparent in the 1,500 television images transmitted to 
Earth by Vega 1 and Vega 2. Astronomers had expected

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Halley's to be more spherical, with a diameter of about 
four miles. As Vega I trained its two cameras on their 
target, scientists waiting at the Space Research Institute 
in Moscow saw not one, but two bright objects on their 
screens, surrounded by a vague, darker area. 


Fooling the experts 


Their first reaction was that Halley's comet had either 
a split nucleus or, more radically, a central mass with its 
own satellite. "Some of the scientists got excited and even 
calculated a period for the ‘satellite,’ " Mendis said later. 
But gradually the truth became clear. As the Vegas ap- 
proached Halley's from 5,000 or more miles away, they 
were able to photograph the comet from many angles. The 
earliest scenes, Russian scientists reported later, showed 
the comet with its larger end facing the spacecraft. The 
bright objects, it turned out, were large jets of gas and 
dust erupting from Halley's. The bright geysers all but 
obscured the solid mass. But as the Vegas moved around 
the comet, continuing to photograph it through 1,200- and 
150-mm lenses, its shape became obvious. The dark area 
was, in fact, the comet. 

According to Mendis, these phenomenal spews that so 
fooled the experts come from fissures and cracks that form 
naturally in the comet's crust. “Even if you start with a 
uniform crust, there is a tendency for it to split because 
of dynamic stresses, gravitational forces, and uneven heat- 
ing," he said. When that happens, particularly when Hal- 
ley's is close to the sun, water and dusty vapor trapped 
beneath the crust spray into space. The force of these 
cometary geysers, which can extend more than 100 miles 
outward, can be enough to cause minor changes in the 
comet's trajectory. But most important, the jets of gas, 
water, and dust carry the small particles that help form 
the tail and coma. Larger grains remain behind or fall back 
to the surface, creating the crust. As time passes, the crust 
gets thicker and blacker. The comet's nucleus now reflects 
only two percent of the light reaching it. 

"There also is likely to be a healing process for the fis- 
sures,” Mendis said. “Dust falls back into them, and the 
dynamic stresses and heating cause them to seal up. There 
is no reason to believe that the same fissures that were 
there in 1910 [at the comet's last apparition] are still there 
today" In fact, the picture drawn by the visitors to Hal- 
ley's is hardly stagnant. It is one of frozen solitude, punc- 
tuated by sudden and violent episodes occurring randomly 
on its sunward face. 

At the same time that the comet's shape was being inves- 
tigated, the Vegas revealed that dust content inside the 
coma was less than expected. Each spacecraft carried a 
dust counter and mass analyzer designed by Dr. John Simp- 
son of the University of Chicago's Enrico Fermi Institute. 
Vega Г counter picked up its first dust impact about 
396,000 miles from the comet. Vega 2 was much closer, 
158,000 miles, before it found dust. 

In both cases, Simpson reported, the dust farthest from 
the nucleus had the smallest mass. That contrasted with 
speculation that heavier dust particles would be propelled 
farther and faster by the solar wind, and that the lightest 
dust would be found in the coma’s central region. Hit rates 
on both ships increased to more than 50 per second near- 
ing closest approach. 

At one point Vega 1 encountered a sharp increase in 
dust, with hits briefly exceeding 4,000 per second before 
tapering off. Simpson attributed the phenomena to a dust 
jet spouting from the comet's active side. The spacecraft 
passed through the jet in seconds; three days later Vega 2 
passed the same way without encountering the plume. 

None of the impacts were satellite-killers. Some instru- 
ments failed or were degraded, reported chief mission 
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scientist Roald Sagdeev, but not before completing 
their assignments. The Vegas survived in such good 
shape that the Russians are now considering new 
missions for them, including retargeting to an as- 
teroid. Giotto, too, is quiet now. It is returning to 
close approach with Earth in 1990, when it also may 
be given a new assignment. 


Sharing dusty origins 


Scientists now expect to spend long months analyzing 
readings from the Vegas’ spectrometers, energetic parti- 
cle analyzers, wave and plasma recorders, and magneto- 
meters. Much of the early analysis agreed precisely with 
Giotto’s findings. The Russians relayed dust counts and 
precise location of the comet’s nucleus from Moscow to 
Darmstadt, where ESA scientists used the Vegas’ data to 
confidently aim Giotto to penetrate the core of the coma 
and skim past the rumpled surface of Halley’s. 

As Giotto swept inward, its 10 scientific experiments 
began to unlock more of the comet’s secrets. Instruments 
recorded a small shock wave in space where the comet’s 
minimal magnetic field met the solar wind and then dis- 
covered a magnetic-field cavity tightly surrounding the 
comet’s nucleus. “It’s a unique discovery,” Dr. Fritz 
Neubauer of West Germany’s University of Cologne said 
during the Paris meeting in May. “The total field is very 
low, about one-thousandth of the field in this room.” Why 
the field should disappear entirely near the comet is a 
new mystery for scientists to unravel. 

About 205,000 miles from Halley’s, Giotto’s ion mass 
spectrometer picked up the first signs of water and car- 
bon dioxide in the coma. The water ions appeared sud- 
denly, reported Hans Balsiger of the University of Switzer- 
land. At about 40,000 miles, another spectrometer found 
the first sulfur ions. The findings strengthened specula- 
tion that organic materials would be found in comets. 

Dust impacts increased dramatically in the final min- 
utes before closest approach. “Most of the particles are 
emitted from the warm side of the comet,” said the Uni- 
versity of Kent’s McDonald. That was the side Giotto ap- 
proached. “Before the encounter, the dust was dominated 
by larger particles. After the encounter, we saw more 
smaller particles associated with the jets.” McDonald at- 
tributed the phenomena to the rotation of Halley’s, which 
propelled particles quickly along Giotto's outbound path. 
The dust has a lingering effect for earthlings. *We see the 
particles as shooting stars in the sky after they've made 
many orbits," he said. "The larger particles make up the 
meteor strings visible from Earth." 

According to Dr. J. Kissel of the Max Planck Institute, 
the Vegas and Giotto used similar instruments to mea- 
sure dust composition of Halley's. “We found three classes 
of particles," he said. “First, carbon, oxygen, hydrogen, and 
nitrogen; second, magnesium, silicate, and iodide; and 
third, metallic elements like sodium, magnesium, alumi- 
num, manganese, and nickel" These preliminary analy- 
ses, Kissel said, seem to verify models that predicted the 
presence of organic compounds in comets. Since the dust 
also contains many of the primordial components that con- 
densed to create our solar system, Halley's comet is al- 
most certainly a leftover scrap that wasn't collected by a 
passing planet or moon. But the theory that comet mate- 
rial would closely match the composition of common car- 
bonaceous meteorites now must be revised: Halley's comet, 
among other surprises, has a richer variety of metals. 

Now fading and distant, visible only with the best earth- 
bound instruments, Halley's continues its trek outward. 
It will not return until 2061. Its legacy is a treasure trove 
of data that will be studied and discussed by scientists 
long after it fades beyond the best telescope's reach.

Five-valve 


fire breather 


Yamaha engineers devised a five-valve cylinder head for their most sophisticated sport 
bike. The FZ750 uses 20 little valves to deliver scorching performance.

he question that intrigued designers at Yamaha Motor 
Т: advanced engine-technology research section in 
Japan was this: Since four-valve cylinder heads are 
capable of generating much more horsepower than tradi- 
tional two-valve heads, mightn't a motorcycle engine with 
more than four valves be an even hotter performer? 

Several years of development work later, the engineers 
had built and tested high-performance engines with five-, 
six-, and—incredibly—seven-valve cylinder heads. And 
they showed that there's a distinct payoff in increasing 
complexity—up to a point. 

The result of the multi-valve development program is 
the engine of the FZ750, a street motorcycle that delivers 
the acceleration, braking, and cornering of a full-blown 
road racer. And it is equally content to idle along in stop- 
and-go traffic at 1,000 rpm in bottom gear. 

In fact, the FZ's throttle reminds me of the transformer 
that came with my old American Flyer electric train set: 
turn the control some more, and out flow more power and 
acceleration, smoothly and without surprises. In the fleet- 
ing moments it takes the tachometer needle to sweep up 
to its 11,000-rpm red line, claimed output at the crank- 
shaft has reached an attention-grabbing 100 horsepower. 

According to Yamaha engineering division manager Ste- 
phen Doi, the switch from four valves per cylinder to five 
increases a 750-cc engine's horsepower and torque by about 
10 percent, as well as broadening the torque curve. The 
gains are due to improved volumetric efficiency—a mea- 
sure of how completely the cylinders fill with the fuel-air 
mixture on each intake stroke. Even though they are rel- 
atively small in diameter, the FZ's three intake valves 
have more total circumference than would a pair of larger 
intake valves. The greater intake area around the triple 
valve heads increases the amount of fuel mixture that 
can enter the engine, raising power output. 

When prototype cylinder heads were built using more 
than five valves, however, total valve-opening area de- 
creased, and so did the performance gains. Yamaha actu- 
ally built and tested a 28-valve V4 engine that used two 
spark plugs per cylinder and revved up to 20,000 rpm. 
This seven-valve design was eventually discarded because 
of high cost and detonation-provoking hot spots that tended 
to form between the three closely spaced exhaust valves. 

The five-valve configuration eventually chosen for the 
FZ750’s liquid-cooled four-cylinder engine permits a highly 
efficient lens-shaped combustion-chamber design. Using 
a central spark-plug location and recessed piston crowns, 
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The FZ750 engine inhales fuel mixture (blue) through triple 
intake valves and expels burned gases (red) through paired 
exhaust valves. Four downdraft carburetors mix the fuel. 


this layout ensures quick and uniform flame propagation, 
allowing an 11.2:1 compression ratio without detonation. 
Another benefit of small valves is reduced mass; they can 
run at higher rpm without floating, or failing to fully close, 
and can use lighter springs that quicken response time. 
All of this mechanical sophistication is nestled in a rigid 
box-section steel frame incorporating a link-type mono- 
shock rear suspension with adjustable damping and spring 
rate. Dual front and single rear disc brakes provide low- 
effort, controllable stopping power. During the time I had 
the $4,600 FZ for testing, it didn't spend much time in 
the garage. The impulse to go out and find a curvy road 
—this bike's natural habitat— was irresistible. 
Yamaha's idea of using many-valved cylinder heads to 
make more power has not gone unnoticed by the auto in- 
dustry; in Italy, Maserati recently announced that it will 
produce a six-valve version of its Biturbo V6 engine. 8]

Tailored 4WD power 
for all-out performance 


By TOM WILKINSON 
Drawings by Ed Figueroa 


t was a common enough mishap. 

Rounding an icy hairpin high in 

the Colorado Rockies in a Volks- 
wagen Vanagon, I came face to face 
with an enormous four-wheel-drive 
truck. Staring straight into the steel 
beams of its snowplow mount, I pan- 
icked briefly and tapped the brake. By 
the time I took my foot off the pedal, 
it was too late. The Vanagon was skat- 
ing slowly across glare ice, heading 
straight for a snow-filled ditch. Finally, 
with a gentle crunch, the right side 
of the van settled into the deep snow, 
resting at a 45-degree angle. 

No doubt surprised to find anything 
larger than a mule deer on the de- 
serted mountain road, the truck driver 
stopped to help. But this was no ordi- 
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nary Vanagon. As the trucker watched, 
I flipped a switch to lock the rear dif- 
ferential of its four-wheel-drive sys- 
tem, shifted the transmission into low, 
and drove right out of the ditch and 
back onto the road. 

The viscous-coupling four-wheel 
drive that pulled me from the snowy 
ditch is one of the latest developments 
in the race to improve traction of pas- 
senger cars. Though simple part-time 
four-wheel drive continues to grow in 
popularity, advances in electronics and 
silicon chemistry are leading to sophis- 
ticated new four-wheel drives that en- 
gage automatically. And in the wings 
is electronic traction control for two- 
wheel-drive vehicles. 

Part-time versus full-time. Mechan- 
ical versus electronic versus viscous. 
The competing claims are confusing. 
Why so many choices? And which is 


best for keeping you moving on a slip- 
pery road? 


Simplest system 


The simplest four-wheel drive locks 
front and rear axles together so that 
all four wheels get power in mud, 
sand, or snow. And these slippery sur- 
faces prevent wind-up, a major prob- 
lem with such systems as they go 
around curves. Wind-up occurs because 
front and rear tires rotate at differ- 
ent speeds as they follow slightly dif- 
ferent radii through a corner. Though 
simple four-wheel drive forces the tires 
to turn together, it’s no problem—poor 
traction just lets each tire slip a bit. 

On a dry road, though, it’s another 
story. Forcing the axles to rotate at 
the same speed will either cause the 
tires to break traction, or it will snap 
something in the drive line. The so- 


lution: part-time four-wheel drive that 
you engage when you need it, disen- 
gage when you don't. 

Such part-time systems are popu- 
lar for compact station wagons, trucks, 
and utility vehicles. But now many de- 
signers want to go beyond these man- 
ually engaged part-time systems. 

Some engineers say drivers don't un- 
derstand exactly when a part-time sys- 
tem should be engaged. Others think 
luxury-car buyers might object to four- 
wheel drive they have to engage by 
yanking a lever sticking out of the 
floor. As Martin Stengel, an engineer 
at Daimler-Benz, put it, “It isn't im- 
portant that the driver knows what 
is working. It’s just important that he 
knows something is working.” 

Audi, whose Quattro system kicked 
off the current four-wheel-drive craze 
in Europe, uses a center differential 
to permit full-time engagement. As 
long as each tire has traction, the sys- 
tem distributes the engine’s power 
evenly to all four wheels, giving 
Quattro-equipped cars almost catlike 
traction on dry and slippery roads. 

The problem is, the car still needs 
occasional guidance from the driver, 
as I discovered on a muddy farm road 
deep in the Colorado wilderness. I was 
driving a VW Quantum station wagon 
fitted with the Quattro system. It was 
all too easy to get one wheel in a mud 
hole, and when that happened, the dif- 
ferentials simply routed all available 
power to the one spinning tire, dig- 
ging it in deeper. I could manually 
lock the center and rear differentials 


via knobs on the dash, and the car 
would churn right out. But just as 
with with a part-time system, I had 
to use both my head and hands. 

Also, like part-time four-wheel drive, 
the Quattro system, with differentials 
locked, forces the wheels to rotate at 
the same speed. This causes wind-up 
if you pull onto a dry road with the 
locks still on. Also, a locked Quattro 
system is incompatible with anti-lock 
brakes [PS, Nov. '85 and Nov. '84]. 

With an anti-lock braking system 
(ABS), a sensor at each wheel tells a 
computer if any wheel starts to slow 
too rapidly during braking—a sign 
that the wheel is about to lock and 
put the car into a skid. The computer 
then reduces hydraulic pressure to the 
brake on that wheel. This lets each 
wheel keep rolling yet still apply the 
maximum braking possible for the 
conditions. 

For anti-lock brakes to work prop- 
erly, each wheel must be able to 
rotate independently, so locked differ- 
entials are incompatible. Audi solves 
this problem—after a fashion—with 
a circuit that deactivates the anti-lock 
system whenever the driver locks the 
center differential. 


Silicon solutions 


The challenge, then, is to find four- 
wheel drive that will slog through the 
deepest snow or stickiest mud without 
any help from the driver, and is al- 
ways compatible with anti-lock brakes. 
As its solution, VW recently intro-

duced a four-wheel-drive system with 
a viscous coupling. 

The Vanagon I drove out of that 
snowy ditch had this system, in which 
the center differential is replaced with 
a viscous coupling. Such couplings 
aren't new, of course. They were de- 
veloped decades ago and have been 
used in a number of four-wheel-drive 
systems. But VW engineers have found 
a new twist. 

Viscous couplings incorporate two 
sets of interleaved plates—one set at- 
tached to an input shaft, the second 
attached to the output. The coupling is 
filled with thick silicone fluid [“Auto- 
motive Newsfront,” PS, Aug.]. 

Most viscous couplings transmit 
driving force in proportion to the speed 
difference between the plates. But now, 
by tweaking the chemistry of the fluid, 
VW has made a coupling that locks 
up almost instantly. When shear forces 
between the plates raise the temper- 
ature of the fluid to about 100 degrees 
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C, the silicone thickens almost in- 
stantly, effectively locking the cou- 
pling. “The temperature increase takes 
only about 0.2 second,” says Rudy 
Weissner, senior manager for engineer- 
ing at VW. “This means the force 
transmitted increases very rapidly.” 

This center coupling allows front 
and rear wheels to roll independently 
on dry pavement, as long as speed dif- 
ferences are small. But if one wheel 
starts to spin, the fluid in the coupling 
quickly locks the axles together. Weiss- 
ner admits, “We know the fluid works. 
But we don’t know all the details 
of why it works. So we do a lot of 
research.” 

Indeed, the viscous-equipped Vana- 
gon did work well, climbing icy hills 
like a mountain goat. But there still 
appear to be minor problems. First, 
when the coupling locks, it ties front 
and rear axles together so tightly that 
the system is incompatible with ABS. 
This isn’t a problem for the Vanagon, 


Manually engaged four-wheel drive is 
available on utility vehicles, small sta- 
tion wagons, and the 1987 Ford Tempo 
and Topaz. The driver switches on the 
system for slippery conditions, then 
turns it off when it’s no longer needed. 
Part-time systems are simple, rugged, 
and effective. But they can cause tire 
chattering or drive-line damage if left 
engaged when driving on dry roads. 
And four-wheel drive and anti-lock 
brakes can’t be used at the same time. 


The full-time four-wheel drive devel- 
oped by Audi and used on its Quattros 
and VW’s Quantum uses conventional 
differentials front, center, and rear. 
Torque is split evenly between axles. 
By distributing driving traction to all 
four wheels, the system improves han- 
dling on both dry and wet pavement. 
But the center and rear differentials 
must be manually locked (and anti-lock 
brakes disengaged) in snow, mud, or 
other extreme conditions. 


4WD with viscous couplings is being 
developed by a number of auto mak- 
ers. Alternating plates connected to 
each half of the drive train ride in thick 
silicone fluid; if one shaft starts to spin 
faster than the other, the coupling 
transmits more torque to the slower 
shaft. By modifying the chemistry of 
the fluid, VW has developed a coupling 
that can almost instantly lock front and 
rear axles together. A manually locked 
rear differential is optional. 


which isn’t offered with ABS. But a 
viscous-equipped Golf sold with ABS 
in Europe requires a one-way clutch 
that disconnects the rear-wheel drive 
shaft during braking. 

Also, the current Vanagon uses a 
standard differential in the rear, with 
a manual lock offered as an option. 
This means the viscous system en- 
gages automatically only up to a point, 
a point I reached when I dropped both 
wheels on one side of the Vanagon into 
the snow-filled ditch. I then had to 
manually lock the rear differential to 
keep going. Weissner said VW wants 
to make the system completely hands- 
off, so a viscous limited-slip rear dif- 
ferential is being considered. 

While VW and others pursue the 
chemical intricacies of silicone fluid, 
Daimler-Benz is working with another 
kind of silicon—semiconductors. Its 
4MATIC computerized all-wheel drive 
may be the most complex—and ex- 
pensive—yet devised. But 4MATIC 


does work as claimed, I discovered dur- 
ing a visit last year to the company's 
winter test site in Arjeplog, Sweden. 
Think of 4MATIC as a very clever 
part-time system, sort of a smart 
Subaru, if you will. And after driving 
a 4MATIC-equipped car hundreds of 
miles over snow-covered roads, I could 
find no fault with the way the system 
works. I was never aware of it engag- 
ing and disengaging. And as an- 
other journalist discovered, the 
only way to get the car 
Stuck was to bury it up 
to its windowsills in a 
snow bank. The only 
problems with 4MATIC 
appear to be its com- 
plexity and cost—word is 
it may add $5,000 to the 
Sticker price. 


Tomorrow's traction 


Engineers I talked with ex- 
pect at least two further develop- 
ments in traction enhancement —elec- 
tronic traction control for two-wheel 
drive, and four-wheel drive using 
something engineers call Torsen 
differentials. 

First, the two-wheel-drive system. 
Called ASR (acceleration skid control), 
it uses anti-lock wheel-speed sensors 
to detect any loss of traction. If one 
wheel starts to spin, ASR pulses the 
brake to that wheel, transferring 
torque through the differential to the 
wheel that still has traction. If both 
wheels spin, the computer backs off 
the throttle until traction is restored. 

Car makers are enthusiastic about 
traction control because it provides 
better grip than a standard differen- 
tial, yet adds little cost to a car al- 
ready equipped with anti-lock brakes. 
But my test drive of a Mercedes-Benz 
300E with ASR indicated that the sys- 
tem needs refinement. 
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In contrast to 4MATIC, the proto- 
type ASR was hardly quiet or compe- 
tent. When the brakes started to pulse, 
they sounded like some Norse demon 
trapped under the car. And because 
ASR would slow the car until there 
was no wheelspin, the test car would 
climb a snowy mountain road far 
faster with the system switched off. 
Yet when starting out on the hill, ASR 
would let the tires slip enough to pol- 
ish the snow, making it necessary to 
back up a few feet and try again. And 
ASR couldn't pull a car out of a ditch 
or snow bank, something even the 
crudest four-wheel drive can do. 

* Finally, look for a second-generation 
Audi-VW system with Torsen differ- 
entials, which use a complex system 
of gears to provide smooth, automatic 
locking. “Consider integrating Torsen 
differentials into the Quattro system,"

By a method too complex to explain 
here (see “Gleason's Impossible Differ- 
ential," PS, Feb. '84), Torsen differen- 
tials would allow each wheel to rotate 
at a different speed, yet would prevent 
loss of driving force if one tire started 
to spin.

After all, 
without four-wheel drive I might never 
have gotten that Vanagon out of the 
ditch. Of course, without it, I might 
never have gone up that mountain in 
the first place. But then that's a quan- 
dary no amount of clever engineering 
will ever be able to resolve. usi 


Differentials 

for smooth power flow 

A typical differential allows two wheels (or 
two drive shafts in four-wheel drive) to work 
together smoothly. Normally, the four bevel 
gears within the carrier are stationary, and 
both shafts turn at the same speed as the 
main gear. But because motion can be freely 
transferred through the differential gears, the 
shafts can turn at different speeds when 


necessary. 

Problems arise if one wheel (or axle) loses 
traction. The differential then sends all the 
driving motion to the spinning shaft, and the 
car goes nowhere. Consequently, four-wheel- 
drive vehicles need some form of limited-slip 
or locking differential in the center; design- 
ers often add a similar differential at the rear. 
A locking differential at the front would ad- 
versely affect steering. —Т. W.

tute Standard, there's no way to make 
a chain saw a truly safe tool for the 
casual user. The very nature of the 
beast is snarly. To do its job, a chain 
saw must present a long, naked bar 
with a chain of sharp teeth racing 
around its tip; and because the bar 
must bury itself in the wood, the chain 
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cant be sheathed with any type of 
guard. Even a tip guard, such as 
Homelite promotes, must be removed 
for certain types of cuts. 

Built-in safety can do a lot to re- 
duce kickback, but most chain-saw in- 
juries involve careless use or abuse of 
the tool. 

T've been interviewing safety engi- 
neers and experts at major chain-saw 
manufacturers, and although they dif- 
fer widely in their assessments of how 
to make the tool itself safer, they all

Chain-saw companies have been under pressure to add 
anti-kickback safety features ever since the chain saw be- 
came a popular consumer tool for cutting firewood in the 
early 1970s. Today “the respect level is down,” says Dick 
Marsh, US. manager for Alpina, an Italian chain-saw man- 
ufacturer. "Some of the small saws look like toys." 

In March, the chain-saw industry, in cooperation with 
the CPSC, adopted the voluntary American National Stan- 
dards Institute Standard for anti-kickback equipment. It 
applies to the smaller gasoline-powered chain saws used 
by nonprofessionals, and it mandates that a saw have a 
hand guard and at least two safety features that keep the 
saw from rotating backward by more than 45 degrees. The 
current safety features include reduced-kickback chains, 
low-kickback guide bars, bar-tip guards, and chain brakes. 

How do these features reduce kickback? And how effec- 
tive are they? In speaking with experts in the industry, I 
found that although the features reduce kickback inju- 
ries to some extent, many manufacturers disagree on which 
are the best features to ensure safety. Some of the devices 
have created new maintenance and performance problems. 


Coping with kickback 


All of the 15 or so chain-saw manufacturers use reduced- 
kickback chains, introduced in the 1970s [PS, Nov. '80, 
Jan. '84]. The five chain makers that supply the industry 
use different designs (see photo, next page), but they all 
have the same goal: to prevent the chain from binding in 
a log. Everyone in the industry seems to agree that safety 
chains are not as "aggressive" as their predecessors: They 
tend to reduce cutting speed by 10 to 20 percent because 
they take smaller "bites." 

After the anti-kickback chain, the most widely used 
safety feature is the chain brake. Chain brakes come in 
two varieties: hand-activated (set off when the forearm 
pushes against the hand guard as the saw snaps back), 
and inertia. The inertia brake works even if the opera- 
tor’s arm doesn't hit the hand guard. It has a specially 
weighted guard that tends to remain stationary as the 
rest of the saw spins backward. In both varieties, the hand 
guard trips a series of levers that releases a spring, tight- 
ening a band around the clutch drum to stop the chain 
(see cutaway at left). 

To meet the safety standard, a brake must stop the 
chain before the saw has rotated 45 degrees. But the user 
may still be injured by the stopped chain, which looks

Manufacturers have compared chain 
brakes to car brakes to make them 
seem like essential items. But Norman 
Beck, executive director of the Na- 
tional Equipment Servicing Dealers 
Assn., whose members sell and repair 
chain saws, says the analogy is un- 
fair. "The only time you're ever going 
to find out it [the chain brake] doesn't 
work is when you need it," he says. 
It's difficult for an owner to tell 
whether the brake is working prop- 
erly even if he tests it regularly. “It’s 
got to work in such a short 
period of time that the aver- 


they may not last as long as regular 
bars. Dan Tilton, a chain-saw safety 
instructor for Tilton Equipment Co., 
distributor of Jonsered and Olympyk 
chain saws, says that the narrow- 
radius bars were rarely used when 
they first hit the market. "The chain 
tends to slap back and hammer the 
bottom rail, increasing the chances of 
derailing and breakage,” Tilton warns. 

Usually, when the bottom-rail 
groove wears out, the owner turns the 
bar over. But banana bars, because 
they are asymmetrical, cannot be 
flipped. “The customer loses fifty per- 


“Technically, it is the best [chain 
saw] safety feature that was ever in- 
vented,” admits Tilton, whose saws do 
not have the tip-guard feature. “But 
because the tip gets in the way, nine 
out of ten users will take it off before 
they ever use the saw,” he notes. The 
tip must be removed to cut trees that 
are wider than the bar. And the saw 
must be lifted out of the kerf, not 
pulled back through it, after a cut. 

Defenders of the tip guard say it 
helps keep the chain clean and allows 
the operator to cut in close quarters, 
and they argue that most owners aren't 
inconvenienced. According to 
a 1980 Homelite survey of 


age consumer has no idea 
whether it is stopping fast 
enough," says Mike Bounds, 
product safety manager for 
Beaird-Poulan, a domestic 
chain-saw manufacturer. 
Two Canadian surveys, the 
1979 Terry study and the 
1982 Forest Engineering Re- 
search Institute of Canada 
(FERIC) special report, found 
that brake defects are com- 
mon. The FERIC report dis- 
covered that “very few loggers 
had much confidence in the 
chain brake" And it warns 
that brakes might give con- 
sumers a false sense of secur- 
ity. "Chain brakes do noth- 
ing to eliminate the kickback 
danger zone; they merely try 
to reduce the effects once a 
kickback has been triggered," 
states the FERIC report. 
The Terry study notes 
that “in many instances the 
[brake] mechanism would not 
be positioned to activate even 
under severe kickback.” 
Despite the controversy, 
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165 users, about two-thirds of 
those who had ever had the 
tip attached either never re- 
moved it or removed it and 
put it back on again. A CPSC 
telephone survey of 492 chain- 
saw users found that half of 
those who were provided with 
a tip guard always used it. 
About 36 percent never used 
it, and 12 percent sometimes 
removed it. 

Why isn't the tip guard 
more prevalent in the indus- 
try? "There's a trade-off: a 
hundred percent safety as 
opposed to none [when the 
guard is removed]," says 
Norman Beck. “Most manu- 
facturers don't want that all- 
or-nothing situation.” 

But Morabit and Paul 
Watson, manager of product 
safety at Homelite, claim that 
some manufacturers are un- 
willing to add tip guards 
now because it would be tan- 
tamount to admitting they 
did not provide adequate 
safeguards in the past. 


most manufacturers put 
chain brakes on all models. 
But there are some excep- 
tions: Brakes are standard on 
some Homelite and Tanaka 
saws, optional on others. 
They're strictly optional for 
The Green Machine's saws, and Echo 
and Poulan don't offer them at all. 
Another device that many manufac- 
turers use is a reduced-kickback guide 
bar. There are two types, but the idea 
behind each is to reduce the upper 
quadrant of the bar's nose, where kick- 
back occurs. One type is symmetrical 
and tapers to a narrow radius at the 
nose. The other type—the banana bar 
—also has a small radius, but its nose 
appears to curl upward (see photos). 
Unfortunately, low-kickback bars 
(and chains) can be easily removed 
and replaced with more dangerous 
equipment. And some experts say that 
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Townsend’s Tri-Raker uses three depth gauges; the wider 
face keeps the chain from sticking. Windsor has one extra 
raker, on the drive link. Oregon adds a guard link to the tie 
strap, filling the space between cutters. Carlton and Stihl use 
cam-shaped guard links with tails that pivot outward as they 
go around the bar nose. All new chains have ramped rakers. 


cent of the value of the bar,” complains 
Vince Morabit, a technical consultant 
to the chain-saw industry. If the user 
does reverse the bar, it will be more 
hazardous than a bar that is not de- 
signed for low kickback. 

The fourth feature, the bar tip 
guard, may be the most controversial. 
It completely precludes kickback, yet 
only two manufacturers use it on their 
saws. Morabit and a colleague in- 
vented the tip guard at Homelite in 
1976, and the company offered the 
feature to the industry in 1979. But 
only Echo adopted it, introducing it 
this year. 


And because the tip guard 
eliminates kickback, it also 
eliminates any competitive 
advantages that a particular 
brake, bar, or chain design 
may have over its rivals. 

Of course, none of the safety 
devices are infallible. Some are effec- 
tive but can be inconvenient to use 
and may be removed by the user. Oth- 
ers may be less effective but are less 
intrusive. This is why the committee 
that developed the Standard decided 
to require at least two safety features. 

By the end of 1987, the CPSC pre- 
dicts, about one-third of the saws used 
by consumers will meet the Standard. 
The percentage is expected to increase 
to 80 by 1995. By that year, the CPSC 
projects, the new safety measures may 
have prevented more than 100,000 
medically attended rotational kick- 
back injuries. us

Kohler's elegant Mandalay Teak- 
wood Suite, including bathtub, lava- 
tory, and toilet seat, surely doesn't 
compare with an outhouse, but then 
neither does the price—about $10,000 
for the trio (sold only in suites), not 
including faucets and accessories. 

Kohler designers (Kohler, Wis. 


| t's been a long time since Ameri- 


53044) wrestled with the concept of 


wooden tubs before coming up with 
these unusual designs. “We wanted a 
wood associated with water,” says 
product manager Gene Carpenter, 
“and teak grows in water—swamp 
water. Boatbuilders use it in the decks 
of racing sailboats because it’s dense, 
very fibrous, and fairly impervious to 
the elements.” 


The construction of each piece is 
complex, Carpenter explains. First, 
craftsmen take strips of kiln-dried 
wood, then they glue and mount them 
into a flat frame that creates the 
starburst pattern unique to the base 
of each tub. Hand-cut side boards are 
fitted together, cured for three days, 
then glued and left to dry. To carry 
the same starburst pattern through to 
the tub rim, craftsmen cut the rim out 
from the perimeter of the base 

Final assembly involves bonding the 
base and rim to the side boards, then 
sanding, Carpenter says. For addi- 
tional strength, technicians reinforce 
the back of each fixture with fiberglass. 
Lastly, seven to 10 coats of acrylic ure- 
thane are applied to protect the wood 
and give it a glossy finish. 

To maintain the surface luster, 
Kohler advises using nonabrasive 
cleaners. Gouges in the surface can 
be repaired with a kit that includes a 
container of acrylic urethane ] 


The Mandalay Teakwood Suite from 
Kohler includes a 5- or 6-ft. whirlpool 
bathtub (shown in top and bottom pho- 
tos), a pedestal lavatory (center), and 
elongated toilet seat (not shown).

he National Electric Code (NEC) 
permits a number of kinds of wir- 
ing to be used in a home electri- 
cal system. Some are simpler than 
others; some protect the wires better 
than others. Now two wiring systems 
rate just about tops on both scores: 
They are easy to install, plus they give 
the conductors plenty of tough cover. 
Either can make new home wiring 
— particularly exposed wiring in your 
garage and basement—an easy job. 
Neither requires special tools, nor the 
touch of a pro. These systems are de- 
signed for the do-it-yourselfer. 
Carlon's Flex-Plus Blue polyvinyl 
chloride (PVC) plastic electrical non- 
metallic tubing (ENT) is easier to use 
than thin-wall conduit. It installs in 
one-third the time, can be cut with a 
knife, and can be easily bent by hand 
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and manipulated through framing. 

Ready/Clad's type MC cable protects 
the conductors better than does ar- 
mored cable. Its internal wires are 
encased in a seamless extruded-alu- 
minum sheath. This outer tube is flex- 
ible, can be cut with a knife, and is 
as easy to install as the usual non- 
metallic cable. 

How do ENT and MC systems work? 
How do you use them? First, the stan- 
dard precaution applies: Be careful 
whenever you work with electricity 
(see safety tips at end of article). 


ENT 


The blue ENT tubing, outlet boxes, 
and fittings are made of tough PVC. 
The ENT tubes come in /-, 34-, and 
l-inch diameters in 6- and 10-foot 
lengths. (The most commonly used 
¥2-inch-diameter ENT sells for $1.40 
per 10-foot length.) 


Plastic ENT provides no ground con- 
tinuity, so a same-gauge bare or green- 
insulated equipment-grounding con- 
ductor must be included with the 
wires you feed through your runs. The 
ground conductor must be connected to 
every receptacle, switch, light fixture, 
and appliance. (Appliance grounding 
must conform to Article 250 in the 
NEC.) 

Because all current-carrying con- 
ductors contribute heat, design tem- 
perature of the conductors you select 
must be no more than the 194-de- 
gree-F rating of the ENT system. If 
you choose from among the conduc- 
tors shown in NEC table 310-16, the 
system will meet the code. Both of the 
widely sold types TW and THHN con- 
ductors are usable. As with any race- 
way, the number and size of conductors 
contained in ENT mustn't exceed 40 
percent of its volume. Box fill is the 


Include a separate grounding conduc- 
tor in each run to an outlet. The wire 
connects to the green hex-head termi- 
nal on grounding-type receptacles. 


same as for metal boxes of the same 
size. 

Flex-Plus ENT is ruled out for light- 
ing circuits unless you use a metal box 
to hold the fixture. Reason: A plastic 
ENT box can't hold the weight of a 
fixture. Most metal boxes and panels 
accept ENT box terminators just fine. 
ENT won't work with threaded conduit 
pull-boxes or other tapped outlet boxes, 
such as weatherproof boxes. (Because 
a plastic box can't be grounded, never 
use plastic ENT boxes with metal 
conduit.) 

Installing ENT is easy. The boxes 
mount to the framing with nails or 
screws. I like to use short drywall 
screws. They're mostly self-threading, 
and run in quickly because they have 
twin threads. Carlon's ENT boxes con- 
tain %-, 34-, or 1-inch knockouts, 
depending on which box you select. 
Most wiring can be done with 42-inch 
ENT, especially if you use slender, 
nylon-insulated THHN conductors. 

The two-by-three-inch switch-outlet 
boxes mount a convenient ' inch out 
from the framing when the mounting 
straps are set flush (see photo). Thus, 
the boxes project through ¥2-inch wall- 
board to come through flush with the 
wall surface. The four-by-four-inch 
boxes mount even with the studs. This 
way, single or two-gang box covers 
can be used. Covers are available flat 
(for surface-mount use) or with pro-

metal-sheathed cable 


Ready/Clad can be pulled or pushed a 
reasonable distance into walls, floors, 
ceilings, ducts, and plenums (photo 
below). Where the cable is exposed, it 
is secured with conventional conduit 
straps. Hidden behind walls, it need 
not be fastened. As with all cable wir- 
ing, splices must be made inside a box 
(above). To expose Ready/Clad's con- 
ductors (top), score its aluminum jacket 
with a knife and flex it. The aluminum 
sheath breaks easily at the score, and 
can be slid off. It takes only a few sec- 
onds, and there's little chance of slicing 
into the insulation. For convenience, 
expose at least 6 in. of the conductors.

This 
enables them to extend through prac- 
tically any thickness of wall mate- 
rial. A blank cover is available for a 
junction box. 

Once the boxes are mounted, drill 
holes in the framing members for the 
ENT runs. The code requires that 
when the edge of the hole is closer 
than 1% inches to the face of the fram- 
ing member, 'Ac-inch-thick steel straps 
are needed to protect the wiring from 
possible nail penetration. Therefore, 
ENT sizes larger than '? inch, when 
run in 2 x 4 stud walls, need plate pro- 
tection at each stud. 

Bends are made by hand. They must 
not be so sharp as to damage the tub- 
ing or effectively reduce its inside size. 
As with all raceways, four 90-degree 
bends per run (a total of 360 degrees 
between boxes) is the maximum al- 
lowed. This represents the limit for 
good wire-pulling. If you cut ENT with 
a plastic pipe cutter, there are no burrs 
to remove. If you saw them, you must

use a knife to remove the burrs in- 
side and out. 

At some point you may have to con- 
nect the ENT to a knockout in an ex- 
isting box or panel. No problem. The 
box terminator fits into a same-sized 
knockout. Once the wires are in, all 
four-by-four-inch box covers may be in- 
stalled using the furnished screws. 


MC cable 


The NEC refers to new Ready/Clad 
as type MC cable (Article 334). This 
pre-wired, aluminum-sheathed electri- 
cal cable can be used in exposed or 
concealed locations, and it’s UL-listed 
for indoor and outdoor use. (Profes- 
sional electricians use a similar ma- 
terial by another name: Signa/Clad.) 
If PVC-coated MC cable is used, the 
cable can be buried in the ground or 
cast within a concrete wall or slab. 

The widely used 12/2 Ready/Clad 
cable costs slightly more than what’s 
needed for a typical conduit system. 
But it’s easier and faster to use: Un- 


like conduit, MC cable needs no joint 
every 10 feet. The runs are continu- 
ous between boxes. And the only tools 
you'll need are wire cutters, a knife, 
and a screwdriver—put away the 
hacksaw and pipe cutter. 

The metal jacket of an MC cable 
serves as its equipment-grounding 
conductor. The sheath replaces an in- 
ternal ground wire, but metal boxes 
and connectors must be used for good 
ground continuity. To ensure a sound 
electrical contact between connector 
and sheath, PVC-coated MC cable 
must have its outer coating removed 
wherever it enters box connectors. 

Ready/Clad cable is slimmer than 
nonmetallic cable of the same current- 
carrying capacity. A cable containing 
two 12-gauge insulated conductors—a 
black and a white—is only about % 
inch in diameter. This is the size you'd 
use for wiring a 20-ampere household 
receptacle or lighting circuit. A cable 
containing three six-gauge conductors 
is about 1% inches О.Р. This size 
might be used for wiring a branch 
circuit-breaker panel. 

Ready/Clad cable is available from 
some hardware stores and home cen- 
ters, and from electrical-supply deal- 
ers in three packaged lengths: 25, 50, 
and 100 feet. A supply of straps and 
dry-location box connectors comes with 
each package. The 25-foot two-wire/12- 
gauge package costs about $20. 


Safety tips 


Use caution whenever you're work- 
ing on your home's electrical system. 
Turn off the circuit by switching off 
its circuit breaker or unscrewing 
its fuse. (The main fuses or circuit 
breaker should be off when handling 
fuses.) Call your electric utility to cut 
off all power before you open a main 
panel. 

Never touch a bare wire unless you 
are absolutely certain it is dead. 
(Touch it to a ground post to be sure.) 
Because there could be more than one 
circuit inside a box, check to see that 
all its circuits are off before continu- 
ing. Make sure your house wiring has 
the capacity to handle any add-ons 
that you make. 

Check and adhere to all local elec- 
trical codes and to the NEC. Get a 
permit for your wiring, and have your 
work approved by an electrician. A 
copy of the latest NEC can usually be 
found at the public library. 

Finally, although home wiring is 
relatively easy, if you’re not absolutely 
sure of your electrical-wiring capabil- 
ities, hire a pro. 05

Whitewashed brick? Not exactly. This reader 
built his house of “bricks” he cut from 2 x 4s. 
The result: a 1,500-square-foot house that 
cost only $33,000— plus plenty of sweat.

For Beau Talbot III, it sprang from a huge volume of 

2 x4 scraps produced by a truss mill near his Pine 
Bluff, Ark., home. *Why not use the scraps to make wooden 
bricks?" Talbot reasoned. His son, Beau Talbot IV, went 
further: “Why not build a wood-brick house?” 

Six months, 8,500 bricks, and about 2,500 man-hours 
later—mostly his own and his father's—Beau Talbot IV, 
along with wife, Elizabeth, and children, Lauren and Jef- 
ferson, moved in to what may be the world's first wood- 
brick house. The walls are double, tied together regularly 
by bricks laid perpendicular to the courses. A 22-inch 
space between walls is filled with cellulose insulation. Faces 
of the bricks are beveled. The “mortar” is a construction 
adhesive called Liquid Nails, made by Macco Adhesives 
of Wickliffe, Ohio. 

Total cost of the finished 1,500-square-foot house was 
$33,000: $22 per square foot. A similar conventional house

says. "My house was appraised at $51,000. That means I 
have $18,000 equity in it—all sweat." He doesn't laugh. 

As with most first-of-a-kind projects, this one threw sev- 
eral curves at the builders. The truss-mill owner offered 
the 2x4 pieces for only $10 a truck load, "if you load 
them.” But that meant sifting through the scrap heap and 
loading the truck by hand. So the Talbots bought some 
lumber from a lumber mill. ^We paid $120 per thousand 
board feet for shorts, boards less than eight feet long," 
says Talbot senior. “Those we could load with a fork lift." 

Their biggest problem was keeping the brick courses 
plumb. “One end wall has a visible wave in it,” the young- 
er Talbot reports. Now his father has come up with a 
groove-and-spline system to keep the courses aligned. In 
August he carted saws and glue to a new site and began 
his own new, improved wood-brick house. Hs 
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The days of the bulky monster grinder of only a few years ago are 
over. Today there's a shredder for everyone—from tiny electrics for 
the weekend gardener to 8-hp workhorses for the serious landowner. 
And they're lighter, more compact, and more sophisticated, too.

I was familiar with shredders—large, clumsy contrap- 
tions that mashed just about anything you put in them. 
They became common in the early "70s, when organic gar- 
dening was popular. But the ones I have here are different. 
One looks like a colossal yellow food processor. Another 
has a three-legged offset stance, with the motor and the 
feed chute meeting in an oblique V-shape. Yet another 
looks like an orange upside-down top hat, while a fourth 
has a small green plastic housing and looks like a toy. 

These machines are the newest shapes in shredders. A 
recent spate of imported models has shaken the shredder 
industry. Now there are more—and better—machines to 
choose from. There are small electric models designed for 
homeowners who don't need—or want—larger machines. 
Despite their size, the little electrics make impressive per- 
formance claims. There are mid-sized gasoline-powered 
models (3-5 hp), one of which has taken a radically dif- 
ferent approach to shredding. Then there are the larger 
gasoline-powered machines for landowners who have large 
gardens and heavy shredding requirements. 

Are these new machines really different? Do they de- 
liver when put to the task? Or is it all just surface glitz? I 
took a close look at eight shredders in a variety of sizes to 
see how they were different—both from their predeces- 
sors and from each other. Then I put them to work to see 
what they can—and can't—do. 

In the past, shredding has typically been done by 
gasoline-powered machines using the hammer-mill method: 
A number of free-swinging steel flails connected to a hor- 
izontal rotating shaft chop debris with brute force against 
hardened-steel grate bars and a sizing screen. Some ma- 
chines still use variations of this method, but other ap- 
proaches have now come into use. 


T he garden shredders I'd been waiting for had arrived. 


Wood chips, anyone? They can't make 
a mountain like this, but the new crop 
of shredders is better than ever: Speedy 
Esquire (1) also comes without a motor il ll 
if you have your own power source. 
Super Tomahawk (2) is a compact 
heavyweight. Steinmax 1800 (3) is im- 
ported from West Germany. Austrian- 
made А1-Ко Kober 5000B (4) looks like 
a backyard Cuisinart; Lescha Zak 1800 


The Steinmax 1800, for example, has cutting blades 
mounted on a vertical shaft so that it shreds like a blender. 
It also has a chipping blade with a separate feeding tube. 
The little green Mantis Chipmate uses two planer blades 
mounted on opposite sides of a horizontally rotating cyl- 
inder to slice material against a steel stop. The three- 
legged Lescha Zak 1800 has a vertically mounted flywheel 
with a steel cutting blade. Material is pushed against the 
face of the spinning flywheel so the blade can slice it 
guillotine-style. Unlike the Steinmax, neither the Chip- 
mate nor the Lescha has a separate chipper. 

All the electrics shredded twigs and heavy weed stalks 
well. It was a different story when I put through heavier 
branches, though. The Steinmax claims a 1¥4-inch capac- 
ity for chipping branches. But twice when I put through 
limbs approaching one inch, the machine jammed and had 
to be disassembled. 

The toylike Chipmate performed better than I expected. 
It also claims a 14-inch capacity, and it attacked small 
branches with surprising vigor. As the sticks got thicker, 
one inch in diameter and more, however, strong vibra- 
tions kept shutting the power switch off. 

The Lescha was the best performer. It aggressively swal- 
lowed branches up to one inch thick. Thicker branches 
bogged down the motor, but I could ease the machine 
through anything up to its 1%-inch capacity. 

Of all the gas-powered models, the yellow Al-Ko Kober 
5000B, the Austrian import with its radically different 
look, seemed the most in- 
teresting. It was the only 
one not to use the hammer- 
mill shredding method. In- 
stead it uses small blades

Tiny TVs fit in your hand and go with you—anywhere. Compact discs leave the living 
room and settle comfortably in your car's instrument panel. And a computer—complete 
with keyboard, memory, and display—is now made for your wallet. It's a credit card 
that takes credit for lots more than just instant buying power: It keeps track of ad- 
dresses, health-care data, and other personal records. These are just samples of what 
you'll see in this special section devoted to home electronics. And what could be 
closer to home than your backyard: Beginning here, learn how scrambling has changed 
the picture on the home satellite TV industry. 


When Home Box Office and Showtime decided to scramble their signals, it looked 
like the skies would soon be dark. Now descramblers are available, and new 
marketing strategies have begun to bring the price of “bird watching" back down 
to earth. It's unlikely satellite antennas will ever be used as birdbaths, but some 
channels may never again be open to home viewers.

iane Davis and her family live 
D at the base of Pilot Mountain 

in the Ozarks, surrounded by 
spring-fed streams and rugged hills 
covered with red and white oaks. The 
nearest town is St. Joe, Ark., and it's 
only "a wide spot in the road," says 
Davis. Little Rock lies 125 miles over- 
land to the south. 

The Davises live in a “white area,” 
but the name doesn't come from the 
region's limestone bluffs. White areas 
are parts of the country where terrain 
or distance wipe out television signals. 
The Davises don't get ABC or CBS at 
all. They sometimes tune in an NBC 
affiliate station in Springfield, Mo., 
but temperature inversions garble the 
picture in the spring and summer. 

To join the TV age, the family bought 
a satellite dish two years ago. Now 
Diane, her husband, and her daugh- 
ter get all three networks. Until Jan- 
uary, they could also view all 75 to 
100 channels of satellite programs at 
no charge—including shuttle launch- 
es, children's shows, most major sports 
events, and about 650 movies a month. 

Into this happy scene dropped last 
January's bombshell: Home Box Of- 
fice (HBO) began scrambling its sig- 
nal. Showtime, another so-called “pre- 
mium" channel, followed suit, and so 
did other satellite programmers. The 
result: widespread confusion and ang- 
er. Sales of satellite dishes plummeted, 
and some companies went out of busi- 
ness. Most of the country's 1.5 million 
dish owners let out howls of rage that 
reverberated in the halls of Congress. 

HBO and most of the others who 
are scrambling decided to make their 
programs available to individual dish 
owners. But those owners howled a- 
new, saying the proposed prices were 
outrageous and the arrangements clum- 
sy. Now, almost a year later, the situ- 
ation, though still beset by many un- 


certainties, is becoming a little clearer. 
A number of retailing schemes that 
will allow antenna owners to watch 
satellite TV have been proposed, and 
some are in place. The technology to 
descramble programs is in hand and a- 
vailable on the market. Program prices 
are coming down. Rumblings of reg- 
ulations to benefit home viewers are 
still heard from Washington. In recent 
months I have talked with dish owners, 
satellite TV company executives, gov- 
ernment officials, and many others 
with an interest in the situation. Here 
is where we stand now, and the best 
guesses on future developments. 


In the beginning 


H. Taylor Howard is the director of 
research for Chaparral Communica- 
tions and the chairman of SPACE (So- 
ciety for Private and Commercial Earth 
Stations), the satellite trade associa- 
tion. (SPACE has also been dubbed the 
"Society Plotting Against Cable Ex- 
ecutives.”) Howard built the first sat- 
ellite dish from an old 15-foot micro- 
wave antenna (it still works). On Feb. 
14, 1976, he tuned in HBO, a company 
launched in 1972 to transmit sports 
and entertainment specials and hit 
movies—uninterrupted by commer- 
cials—to cable TV companies. The ca- 
ble companies, of course, sold the serv- 
ice to cable subscribers, charging them 
a premium over the regular monthly 
fee (thus establishing HBO as a pre- 
mium channel). Later that year, How- 
ard told the company he was picking 
up the signal and offered to pay a 
monthly fee, but HBO never responded. 

Other people who knew something 
about electronics began putting to- 
gether what quickly came to be called 
earth stations, and by 1979 Neiman- 
Marcus, the elegant Dallas depart- 
ment store, was advertising a setup 
for $36,000. But prices came down 
steadily, and in the ensuing years peo- 
ple who lived in rural areas that would 
never be wired for cable began order- 


ing antennas. When prices fell further 
still, a few suburbanites invested in 
the new technology [PS, March '80, 
Nov. '81, Aug. '83, Dec. '84, Dec. '85]. 
It is now possible to purchase and in- 
stall an earth station for under $1,000 
(PS, July '84, July '85, Nov. ’85]; see 
box with this article. 

The industry was growing rapidly, 
with more than 600,000 dishes sold 
in 1985 alone. Then came scrambling. 
Dish sales dropped from 90,000 per 
month in September 1985 to 16,000 
in February, and about one-half of the 
dealers have gone out of business this 
year, according to SPACE. 


Why scrambling? 


Programmers such as HBO and 
Showtime claim they decided to scram- 
ble to thwart “pirates”—cable compa- 
nies who weren't paying their bills, 
and hotel and condominium operators 
who were intercepting the signal and 
selling it. But they also had another 
motive: The satellite TV industry was 
created to supply—and be paid for 
—programs for the cable industry. The 
programmers are “cable friendly” be- 
cause cable franchises have the infra- 
structure needed to net a large volume 
of subscribers. So when cable compa- 
nies began to grumble about the an- 
tennas sprouting in the suburbs, the 
programmers paid attention. 

In 1982, HBO announced that it 
would eventually begin scrambling its 
transmissions. Selecting from several 
possible systems then available, it de- 
cided on a system developed by a com- 
pany called M/A-Com Inc. Most other 
programmers—with the exception of 
a few Canadian enterprises—have 
also settled on the M/A-Com system. 
Thus one descrambler decodes most 
programming. 

The device developed by M/A-Com 
is called VideoCipher II, and it’s sold 
by M/A-Com and Channel Master for 
about $400. The system is ingenious.

Simply buying a descrambler doesn't 
automatically let you tune in scram- 
bled programs; that would defeat the 
whole purpose of scrambling. Here's 
how it works: Once you have a descram- 
bler, you get in touch with a program- 
mer such as HBO—either directly or 
through your local cable company. You 
agree to pay a monthly fee, and HBO 
adds you to the authorized list. Then 
every few minutes, sandwiched in be- 
tween other information on the regu- 
lar satellite signal, HBO transmits 
an authorization code that turns on 
your descrambler. HBO also beams up 
codes for all the other authorized 
descramblers in the country. 

Forget to pay your bill one month, 
and your number is removed from the 
list. Your descrambler no longer works 
on HBO transmissions (for complete 
details, see box, next page). All you'll 
see is a mass of wavy lines on your 
screen, and you'll hear a voice-over that 
tells you how to become a subscriber. 

No one knows how many channels 
will ultimately be jumbled. HBO and 
its companion service, Cinemax, were 
the first to scramble, of course. Their 
rivals, the Showtime-The Movie Chan- 
nel duo, were next. And Cable News 
Network (CNN) scrambled in early 
summer. About 20 signals will proba- 
bly be obscured within the next year, 
including the popular all-sports ESPN 
and The Disney Channel. Alfred Sikes, 
assistant secretary of commerce, says 
more than half will be scrambled with- 
in 18 months, and "some experts main- 
tain all of them will be scrambled by 
the end of the decade."

Unscrambling—how it works 
“To start the unscrambling process, you press 
a button on the descrambler's front panel," 
says Dr. Mark Medress, designer of the M/A- 
Com VideoCipher descrambler. “That produces 
a number—an authorization code—on the TV 
screen, which you give to the programmer." 
The programmer, such as HBO, adds your au- 
thorization code to the programming mate- 
rial, scrambles, and sends it to satellite for 
home reception (see drawing above). In your 
home, the picture and sound are descrambled 
separately. “А scrambled picture has its col- 
ors reversed,” says Medress. “Black is white, 
and white is black. And there is no synchro- 
nization to mark the beginning of a single 
frame. The picture floats on the screen.” Con- 
ventional cable-system descrambling circuits 
reverse the colors to normal and add a syn- 
chronization pulse to reestablish the picture. 
Descrambling the audio information, however, 
is much more difficult. “The audio is digitized 


bidding. They fear cable operators 
may take them off the air if they don't 
cooperate. And most experts agree 
that all three networks will eventu- 
ally scramble their feeds—national 
programs and advertisements sent to 
affiliate stations who add local news 
and ads before broadcasting to their 
areas. CBS has already announced its 
scrambling plans, and the network 
says it won’t turn on descramblers to 
receive the signal. Diane Davis—and 
about 400,000 other Americans—won't 
be able to get 60 Minutes, and she 
feels it’s a violation of her rights. “We 
have just as much right to a [network 
TV] signal as we do to a telephone or 
electricity,” she asserts. The networks 
disagree. 

Phillip Jones, chairman of the CBS 
affiliates board and of KCTV in Kan- 
sas, says the local affiliates “should 
be able to rely on receiving an exclu- 
sive service.”

and encrypted using the data encryption stan- 
dard (DES) algorithm,” explains Medress. The 
descrambler uses the DES algorithm—a 
formula—to electronically convert the scram- 
bled audio back to normal. But the formula 
requires a special number—a key—to break 
the code. “The key is a 56-bit-long sequence, 
which makes the odds of someone guessing 
it about one in 72 quadrillion," says Medress. 
Even if you did get lucky, that key only ex- 
poses more raw data encrypted within more 
keys. The next levels of keys determine if your 
box is authorized, what programs you can re- 
ceive, and if your box should be turned on 
this month. “If you don't pay your bill, the 
box turns off," says Medress. Because the 
audio is encoded in digital form, its quality 
can be as good as a compact disc. Other data, 
such as text pages of program listings and 
electronic movie rating for parental control, 
can be encoded also.—W. J. H. 


dish owners who live within range of 
an affiliate station prefer to watch the 
national feeds on satellite. 

Harold Crump, chairman of the NBC 
affiliates' legislative committee, says 
dish owners often intercept sports feeds 
intended for other locales.

Japanese Prime Minister Yasuhiro 
Nakasone were touching off their long- 
planned trade talks with a traditional 
exchange of personal gifts. Prime Min- 
ister Nakasone was given a mono- 
grammed Navy flight jacket and some 
autographed golf balls. In return he 
offered the President a truly Japan- 
ese gift, direct from the land of minia- 
tures: the world’s smallest television 
set. Long planning aside, the talks 
were delayed several minutes while 
Reagan switched on the TV to watch 
some fast-breaking dunking action of 
a Washington Bullets basketball game. 

“Mini TV sets are popular with 
sports fans who can't bear to miss a 
game, or a replay at a live event," says 
John Witt, marketing vice president 
at Citizen Consumer Electronics. "The 
sets are also gaining popularity with 
soap-opera watchers, who keep them 
hidden in their office desk drawers." 

And with built-in extras like FM ra- 
dios, clocks, water-resistant shells, sun 
shields and audio-visual jacks that 
turn the tiny TVs into mini video mon- 
itors, their popularity is spreading even 
more. But most importantly, to create 
a better picture, smaller and thinner 
size, and a less power-hungry set, 
small-screen TVs are beginning to use 
some of the technologies PS has been 
telling you about |PS, Nov. '85; July 
'85; Nov. '82]. 

Basically, two ways are now used to 
make TVs small: redesign the conven- 
tional cathode-ray tube (CRT) or usea 
liquid-crystal-display (LCD) screen. In 
Sanyo's new 2'A-inch-deep hand-held 
color TV, the clunky CRT has been 
scaled down to a flat three-inch ver- 
sion with the electron gun dropped 
below the phosphor screen, rather than 
behind and perpendicular to it. Instead 
of using three electron beams and a 
metallic shadow mask, Sanyo uses a 
digital technique called beam index- 
ing to create a color image with only 
one electron beam [PS, Nov. '85]. “Had 
we used a standard picture tube, we 
would have come up with a set about 
six to seven inches deep," says Chuck 
Davis, sales promotion manager at 
Sanyo. 

The smallest TVs—pocket-sized

—use LCD screens. Epson, Seiko, and, 
this month, Panasonic have introduced 
tiny TVs that are the size of an audio 
cassette. They use an advanced LCD 
technology called active-matrix LCD. 
In these sets each pixel, or picture ele- 
ment, is driven directly by a thin-film 
transistor. “With the active matrix you 
can get varying shades of color, depend- 
ing on how hard you drive the transis- 
tor," says Jerry Surprise, TV product 
manager for Panasonic. "This gives 
the display more precise color value." 
To step up resolution, the Panasonic 
Pocket Watch has almost 90,000 pixels. 
Its contrast ratio (the ratio of black to 
white) is 30:1, almost six times greater 
than earlier LCD sets. 

LCD sets, unlike CRTs, work best 
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when viewed outdoors or in lighted 
rooms because they create an image 
by reflecting light. Some, like Casio's 
models and the Citizen 06TA and 
OSTA, have pop-up screens that let nat- 
ural light pass through, projecting the 
image onto a viewing mirror. Other 
models have built-in or optional back- 
lights, which allow the sets to be 
viewed anywhere but tend to drain the 
batteries faster. 

Although LCD advancements hold 
the most promise for building ultra- 
thin TVs and other displays, the CRT 
sets at this point still have better pic- 
ture resolution. But with CRT sets you 
do give up compactness, and they use 
up batteries about twice as fast as LCD 
models.

tracks dead ahead," announced Pech- 
stein, a sheepish grin covering his 
face. We took the tracks at 30 mph. 
Our bodies sprang up like rubber 
balls; the music on the CD player went 
on without interruption. 

We backtracked and went over the 
tracks again, this time at 40. The 
bump was even more jarring than be- 
fore, and my head scraped against the 
roof of the car. I listened carefully, and 
was amazed. The player didn't miss a 
beat. And more important (especially 
to people who avoid such in-the-field 
tests), the sound is superb, unmatched 
by even the best cassette-based auto- 
motive stereo systems. I also found 
that the CD player isn't prone to wow 
and flutter, common ailments of cas- 
sette decks. And tape copies of the disc 
sounded muddy by comparision. 

I was sold. My findings: CD players 
for the car really do work, and work 
so well that they're now available from 
a variety of audio makers (see table). 
Even auto makers like Mazda, Mer-

cedes-Benz, and Ford offer them in 
their deluxe-model cars. 

Now for the bad news. New designs 
make CD players expensive—up to 
three times the price of a good cas- 
sette deck. That makes them more 
prone to theft. And I discovered that. 
CDs are a bit more difficult to install 
than cassette units. What’s more, un- 
less your existing car stereo system 
is a good one, you'll need new speak- 
ers and possibly some expensive ex- 
tras. Here's the whole story. 


On track 


CD players for the car work the 
same way as home players. They use 
a laser light to read a digitally en- 
coded soundtrack off the bottom sur- 
face of a disc. The laser light is kept 
focused on the spiral track by a preci- 
sion optical servomechanism and com- 
puterized circuitry. If the laser veers 
to either side of the track, the servo 
corrects the position to keep the light 
on target. In most CD players, two 
small spot beams located on either 
side of the main beam are used to de- 
tect when the laser strays. 

These three-beam servo systems do 
an excellent job of keeping the laser 
on the spiral, but even a gentle shock 
could yank the laser off course. That 
can't be tolerated in a car unit, so auto 
CDs have a sophisticated damping 
mechanism to protect the laser and 
other optical components of the player 
against shock. 

*Car CD players use an improved 
anti-shock mounting system that phys- 
ically isolates the laser optical system 
from the outside world," says Gary S. 
Weissberg, director of product devel- 
opment at Sanyo Electric. The mount- 
ing system works like a soft foam 
cushion, absorbing road shock and 
bumps. Also, the size of the playback 
system—laser, lenses, and tracking 
motor—has been reduced. "The small- 
er the mass of the optical system, the 
less susceptible it is to shock," adds 
Weissberg. "It took two years to de- 
velop the system in our FETC-1 and 
FETC-2 car CD players. It is much 
smaller than the servomechanism in 
our home decks. A good car CD can 
now withstand shock better than most 
cassette decks." 

Engineers at Sony Corp. of Amer- 
ica reduced the size of the optics in 
the CDX-5, CDX-R7, and DiscJockey 
CD players by adding a new folded 
optics system, a technique common- 
ly used in expensive pocket binocu-

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lars. “The light still travels the same 
distance as it did with earlier CD mod- 
els," explains Marc Finer, Sony's prod- 
uct communications manager, “but in 
a smaller space, because it’s bounced 
off a series of miniature mirrors. The 
laser system in our car units is two- 
thirds the size of those in our home 
models.” 

Although the improved mounting 
system and reduced size of the opti- 
cal pickup don't guarantee 100-percent 
skip-free operation, the problem seems 
to be beaten. Another problem that 
hasn't, however, is heat. 

“Roll up the windows on a hot day, 
and your car quickly becomes a mov- 
ing oven," says Alex Lovey, an auto 
stereo installer in the San Francisco 
area. "Temperatures exceeding 120 de- 
grees aren't uncommon, especially dur- 
ing summer. Try to work a car CD 
player in even 100-degree heat, and 
it'll stop dead on you." 

Why? "Semiconductor lasers are 
temperature-sensitive devices," s 
Sanyo's Weissberg. “Even the small- 
est variation in temperature affects its 
output. We use circuitry that con- 
stantly senses the light level of the 
laser and compensates for any vari- 
ance.” But the compensation works 
only so long. As the heat rises, the 
more unstable the laser becomes— 
until it can't provide a steady stream 
of light to adequately read the disc. 


Tight fit 


Despite the shrinking size of the op- 
tical assembly and other components, 
the mechanism of a CD player 
There isn't enough space to 
optical system, motors, logic circuitry, 
microprocessor, pre-amplifier, and 
other components of the typical car CD 
in one box that fits in the instrument 
panel. Result: CD systems come in two 
or three boxes. 

“The extra components make instal- 
lation a bit tougher than with a cas- 
sette deck," says Lovey. The added boxes 
must be secured under the instrument 
panel or against the kick panel or fire 
wall. A color-coded wiring harness 
connects the pieces together. 

These components are in addition 
to any amplifier or power booster re- 
quired to complete the system. CD 
players don't come with their own amp- 
lifiers. If you don't have a stereo sys- 
tem in your car, you'll need to add 
speakers and either an outboard amp- 
lifier or an equalizer/power booster to 
the CD player. Amplifiers and equal- 
izer/boosters do much the same job, 
but the equalizer/booster lets you tai- 
lor the sound to better match the 
acoustics in your car. Most boosters 
don't deliver more than 15 or 20 watts 
per channel, however, so if you want 
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eardrum-shattering sound with a min- 
imum of distortion, buy a high-watt- 
age component amplifier. 

If you already have a cassette deck 
in your car, you may be able to use 
its amplifier to run the CD. For ease 
of installation, the deck should have 
auxiliary inputs to accept the signals 
from the CD player. Some decks are 
labeled as *CD ready," which means 
it has the proper input jacks. 

If your cassette player isn't so 
equipped, you'll need an adapter to 
make things work. A $20 Recoton CD 
adapter attaches the CD to a cassette 
with a single cable. The cassette end 
looks like a tape, and inserts into the 
tape mechanism. Parasound, Jensen, 
and Sparkomatic have adapters that 
do a similar function. 

A number of CD players are de- 
signed to use specific ttes or amp- 
lifiers, making installation with non- 
compatible gear a headache. For ex- 
ample, I couldn't install a Mitsubishi 
CD-100 in my car because power for 
the player is controlled through the 
company's RX-741 or CV-231 dash 
units. My cassette deck lacked com-

parable inputs, and the manual for the 
CD-100 didn't have a wiring diagram 
to show me how to make it work with 
my system. The lesson I learned: If 
the player you like requires spec 
equipment, make sure you have it be- 
fore you attempt installation. 


Easy touch 


A number of car CDs are player- 
only: others come with a built-in ste- 
reo AM-FM tuner. Apart from that, 
most share the same basic features, 
including three-spot laser beam, bass 
and treble controls, automatic power 
disc eject, programmability, and music 
search. And they all have essentially 
the same specifications: 20- to 20,000- 
Hz frequency response, 90-db signal- 
to-noise ratio: and 90-db or better dy- 
namic range. The real difference I 
discovered, is not what you hear, it's 
what you feel. 

For instance, models such as the Al- 
pine 5900 and Sanyo FETC-1 have 
positive controls that are easy to work 
—especially sight unseen at 55 mph. 
Some of the players even have audi- 
ble feedback controls: The 5900 beeped 
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whenever I pushed a button. Before 
buying a car CD, try its controls. Avoid 
models you think would be hard to 
work when cruising down the highway. 

An aggravating trait of many of the 
players I tried was the method of dise 
ejection. Push the eject button on mod- 
els like the Pioneer CDX-1 and Mitsu- 
bishi CD-100, and a motorized mech- 
anism inside the player pops the dise 
out the front. The problem: The dise 
comes out less than ' inch, making it 
impossible to grab without getting fin- 
ger smudges on it. Although CDs are 
supposed to play well even when light- 
ly scratched, I like to keep my discs 
as clean as possible. 

A few players, including the Yama- 
ha YCD-1000 and Blaupunkt CDP 05, 
are designed with a cartridge-loading 
mechanism. Each disc is kept in a 
plastic cartridge that you load into the 
player. The cartridge protects the disc 
and makes loading easier, but because 
you must buy a cartridge for each disc, 
it's an added expense. 

A more elaborate approach is found 
in the Sony DiscJockey. "The Disc- 
Jockey mounts in the trunk of your 
car," says Sony's Finer. "The unit has 
a built-in disc changer, which can hold 
up to ten discs.” From inside the car, 
you select any song—on any of the 10 
d by tapping a button on a wired 
remote control. 

Do compact discs sound as good in 
the car as they do in your living room? 
No. "Even with good speakers, car 
acoustics leave a lot to be desired,” 
says installer Lovey. “High frequen- 
cies are absorbed, low frequencies 
bounce around the small enclosure, 
and low-level audio is masked by road 
and engine noise." 

But they are better than any auto 
system of the past, and all that seemed 
nsignificant in Pechstein's car as we 
continued our road test. Clear, crisp 
sound filled our ears. Clear, crisp, sum- 
mer air filled our nostrils. 

"Look," said Pechstein, “а draw- 
bridge!” 

"So?" I asked. 

Pechstein looked like a matador siz- 
ing up a bull. *Hang on," he said. "It's 
open."

CHICAGO, ILL. 
he three-foot-square speakers on either side of the 
T thunder with sound. No surprises—they're cer- 
tainly big enough to reproduce the deep bass music I 
hear. But two men approach from the shadowy aisles of 
the darkened auditorium. Each man steps on the stage 
and stands behind a speaker. Then, slowly, they begin lift- 
ing. These aren't speakers at all. They're dummy enclo- 
sures, and underneath each one is a Zenith table-model 
TV. All that sound is coming from tiny speakers inside a 
TV. How is it possible? 

"I'm going to show you something," says a smiling Dr. 
Amar Bose, chairman of Bose Corp., as he walks onto the 
stage. He hefts what appears to be a sewer pipe, and stands 
it on end so its 80-inch length just crests the top of his 
head. "This is a waveguide," he says. "Sound pressure 
from a speaker placed near one end is amplified to enor- 
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No. The big bass from a small TV sounds terrific. 


mous pressure at the other. It works like a pipe in a pipe 
organ." But unlike an organ pipe, the waveguide, first 
shown about a year ago [PS, April '85], doesn't amplify 
just one frequency. “We discovered that if the speaker is 
placed exactly one-third of the way inside the pipe, a range 
of frequencies is amplified," Bose explains. 

Because the waveguide amplifies air pressure, a 4.5-inch 
speaker can move the large volume of air needed to repro- 
duce low (below 400 Hz) frequencies. To get it into a TV 
set, the waveguide is bent, so sound travels through an 
acoustical maze inside a boxlike container and escapes 
through two holes in the rear of the cabinet. (Above, Bose 
holds the waveguide box.) Stereo separation and mid- to 
high-frequency audio comes from two front-mounted 
speakers. 

Although I found that the short distance between the 
speakers limits stereo separation, the overall sound is re- 
markable. The Bose system will be used in four new 27-inch 
Zenith digital-TV models. Prices: $1,400 to $1,700.

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Double-duty word machine 


Amstrad, a European computer maker, now has a home word processor for the U.S. that’s 
intended to replace your typewriter. How does it differ from Magnavox’s Videowriter and 
Smith Corona’s PWP? For one thing, the Amstrad machine is a computer, too.

eep. The machine signals me 
that it is ready. Its green screen 


fills with the names of docu- 
ments, and highlighted areas of the 
display show me what keys to press 
to get started. I’m using one the new- 
est devices designed to replace your 
home typewriter. It’s the Amstrad 
home word processor. 

Designed in Europe, the Amstrad 
PCW8256 will compete here with 
Magnavox’s Videowriter and Smith 
Corona’s PWP [PS, May]. Like its com- 
petitors, the $799 Amstrad machine 
comes with a printer and is made for 
people who want to work with words— 
not computers. 

But it differs from competitors, too. 
“It's a double-duty machine,” said Otto 
Georgi, manager of the consumer elec- 
tronics group for Sears World Trade, 
the US. distributors for the PCW. “Be- 
sides word processing, the PCW works 
as a computer, too.” BASIC is included, 
and other software, such as SuperCalc 
II, a typing tutor, and a checkbook bal- 
ancer, is available. But the PCW's 
strength is its word-processing abil- 
ity. Its keyboard, screen, and printer 
are designed to work with LocaScript, 
the PCW's word-processing software. 

LocaScript comes on a disk and 
starts when the PCW is switched on. 
The names of documents stored on the 
disk are automatically alphabetized 
and placed in separate menu groups. 
One group could consist of all manu- 
scripts you've written, for instance, 
while others might be memos, reports, 
or letters. Each group also contains a 
template file, which tells LocaScript 
how the document should look. A tem- 
plate for the letters group could con- 
tain the margin settings, page width 
and length, and your name and ad- 
dress in a heading. When you start a 
new letter, LocaScript uses the file to 
set up the page for you. 

To begin work, you use cursor- 
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control keys to choose the document's 
name, and press "enter." In moments, 
the words in the document are dis- 
played in up to 90 columns and 27 
lines on the 12-inch screen. 

To edit your work there are special 
keys, such as “cut,” “copy,” and “paste,” 
that let you delete, copy, or move sec- 
tions of text. The “cut” and “paste” 
keys are especially useful. You use 
“cut” and the cursor keys to mark the 
beginning and end of a block of text.

text, of course, but the “paste” key can 
be used in other ways, too. I assigned 
a block containing my business ad- 
dress to 1, a standard opening para- 
graph (“It was nice to see you... ") to 
2, an ending paragraph (“Hope to hear 
from you soon... ") to 3, and saved 
them all on a disk. Now when I want 
to write a business letter, I start by 
pressing the "paste" key along with 
assignment characters. Creating a 
new letter is as easy—literally—as 
one, two, three. 

Through all of this and other work 
— such as underlining words (under- 
lines show on the screen), changing 
print (10, 12, 15, 17, or proportional 
spacing), and creating boldface, italic, 
and double-size character fonts—pop- 
up menus appear and disappear to 
keep up with you. The menus were 
helpful at first, but became time- 
consuming after I knew how to use 
the word processor. 

“Once you're proficient with Loca- 
Script, press the ‘plus’ key,” Georgi 
told me. I did. After about three sec- 
onds a single large menu appeared. 
It included all the small menu items, 
and I could choose one quickly by typ- 
ing its first few letters. For instance, 
I pressed "plus" and the letters RJ— 
the text shifted over and became right 
justified on the screen. There was no 
need to go through all the separate 
smaller menus designed for the nov- 
ice. Also, if you type your request be- 
fore the three seconds are up, even the 
large menu display is skipped. 

When you've finished your work, the 
document can be saved temporarily in 
memory or permanently on the PCW's 
three-inch disk drive. Each side of a 
dual-sided disk holds about 70 pages 
of text (180 kilobytes). 

The PCW's dot-matrix printer pro- 
duces draft-quality copy at 90 char- 
acters per second (cps), correspon- 
dence quality at 20 cps. “But speed 
is insignificant on the PCW,” said 
Georgi. Why? While one document 
is being printed, you can work on 
another. 

If you're looking for a computer that 
does word processing, I don't think the 
PCW is for you. Its nonstandard three- 
inch disk drive and older operating 
system (CP/M Plus) will likely mean 
a limited supply of software. But as 
a word processor, the Amstrad PCW 
is a strong contender against the 
Smith Corona PWP and Magnavox 
Videowriter. LocaScript’s ease of use 
and large screen make it a powerful 
system for both the home and office. 

According to Georgi, the Amstrad 
PCW will be sold through major re- 
tail stores (including selected Sears 
stores), business-equipment dealers, 
and specialty electronics shops.

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tery for power, and a 10-key alphanumeric keyboard that 
resembles those on push-button telephones. This is Ulti- 
card, a rigid piece of plastic that could be the first in a 
new generation of supersmart cards that help you in a 
variety of ways—from losing weight to saving your life 
(see caption). Also, it may be your next Visa card. 

Ulticard was developed from the French smart card [PS, 
July '83], and was created in a short six months after 
Visa and SmartCard International an- 

nounced plans for it. 

“Ulticard is the first self-contained 
credit authorization system," says Lessin. 


Future smart cards may act as a cal- 
culator or address book, and could 

* Allow access to restricted areas by 
storing a digital version of fingerprints 
for comparison with real ones.

Master more possibilities with Ulticard, says Visa. It’s a credit card—and a computer that 
stores credit records, checking accounts, addresses, and even health-care information. 


"Even more, it’s an automated wallet with a pocket re- 
minder thrown in." Ulticard can hold the complete records 
of at least two accounts—either credit accounts such as 
Visa and MasterCard or debit accounts like an electronic 
checkbook. Also, it can store addresses, appointments, or 
even life-saving health data. And the final version, which 
Visa will ultimately call Super Card, will have a currency- 
conversion program and contain a magnetic stripe so it 
can act as any normal charge card. 

Like the traditional smart card, Ulticard's memory is 
divided into three sections, each with a different security 
level. "The first level is open, accessible to anyone who 

turns the card on," says Les- 

sin. This might contain 

health information or 
your name and ad- 
dress in case the 
card is lost. 


The secure levels are 
designed to protect your 
credit card and bank-account in- 
formation. “To use the card to make 
a Visa purchase, you must unlock the 
memory by entering your PIN [personal identification 
number]," Lessin tells me. “You can then check your ac- 
count balance to make sure you have enough to make the 
purchase.” You need not show your balance to the clerk, 
however. Once you've activated the card, you enter the 
amount of the purchase. "The card records it, deducts it 
from the balance, and displays an authorization code, which 
the clerk copies onto the charge slip," Lessin explains. 

Your checking account would work similarly, except it 
would be a debit rather than a credit account. But be- 
cause of Ulticard's security, Lessin believes it will become 
more welcome than personal checks. “It will be accepted 
as cash,” he says, “but cash that no one can steal as long 
as you keep your PIN secret." 

Ulticard differs in several important ways from smart 
cards. Says Lessin: "Traditional smart cards have a very 
limited memory that cannot be erased. When it's full, the 


card must be replaced.” Also, smart cards require a ter- 
minal. "That's very costly,” he adds, “when you must buy 
hundreds of thousands and put them in all the stores and 
restaurants in the world that honor Visa." 

Ulticard's memory is erasable. When it's full, you can 
make room for new data by deleting information no longer 
needed. A terminal is needed only when the card's ac- 
counts are updated for payments and automatic charges 
such as interest payments. This can be done with a 
modified bank automatic teller machine or other magnetic- 
stripe card reader. 

Visa will begin testing Ulticard shortly. This will be a 
modest trial, using only about 100 of the first prototype 
pre-production cards. “It’s designed to test whether card 
holders and merchants will accept the cards,” says Lessin. 
But Visa is publicly committed to a larger market test 
provided that the results of the first trial are satisfactory. 
And even a small test is big news for Visa: In the past it 
had consistently rejected the idea of smart cards as a prac- 
tical replacement for magnetic-stripe cards, even though 
its French affiliate, Carte Bleu, had issued them in France. 
Of course, Visa is not the only major credit-card com- 
pany trying out new technologies. In late 1985, 
MasterCard issued 70,000 French and Japanese ver- 
sions of smart cards to cardholders in Palm 


Beach, Fla., and Columbia, Md. (The results of the test 
have not yet been made public.) And Ulticard’s biggest. 
competition may come from the Drexon Laser Card, made 
by Drexler Technology Corp., a firm located in Mountain 
View, Calif. Although Drexler’s card contains no processing 
power and requires a personal computer, it can hold more 
than a million pieces of data permanently— the owner's 
credit information is literally burned into the card with a 
laser beam. 

It’s not yet clear which of the various technologies that 
are being developed will utimately become the standard 
for credit cards. “But if nothing else,” says Lessin, “it is 
clear that the thirty-year-old standard credit card is in 
need of replacing." 
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Two for your computer 


1.Prolog for the PC 


“This gives people hands-on experi- 
ence with artificial intelligence,” said 
Philippe Kahn. I watched as the 
reigning wizard of personal-computer 
software tapped a few keys on his IBM 
personal computer. Its screen divided 
into five colorful windows: one with 
a pull-down menu of commands, the 
others for entering instructions and 
displaying results. Kahn entered a 
14-line program, with several lines of 
data, and in minutes he had created 
a simple—but artificially intelligent 
— address book. 

Kahn was using Turbo Prolog, a 
$100 program sold by his company, 
Borland International (4585 Scotts 
Valley Dr., Scotts Valley, Calif. 95066). 
Like the original Prolog designed for 
large main-frame and mini-computers, 
Turbo Prolog is a language. It lets you 
create programs that use artificial in- 
telligence to draw inferences, make 
conclusions, and act as a consultant 
or advisor in an expert system [PS, 
March]. But unlike the original Pro- 
log, Turbo Prolog can be used on an 
IBM PC or compatible computer. 

In Kahn's demonstration, the data 
included Borland's phone number and 
the fact that Kahn works there. I 
typed my question: What is Kahn's 
phone number? 

In any standard data-base manage- 
ment system, the computer couldn't 
answer because its data base does not 
contain a phone number for Kahn. 
However, with Turbo Prolog the com- 
puter got the answer by drawing a 
conclusion about the data. It discov- 
ered that while no unique number ex- 
isted for Kahn in the data base, he 
works at Borland— so it decided that 
Kahn could probably be reached there. 
In much less than a second, I saw 
Borland's phone number on the screen. 

Turbo Prolog runs at speeds of up 
to 100,000 logical inferences per sec- 
ond. "That's up to 10,000 times faster 
than other expert programs developed 
for desk-top computers," said Kahn, 
“and about the same speed as proto- 
types of the Japanese fifth-genera- 
tion computer now being developed." 
According to Kahn, the program 
gains its speed by bypassing the usual 
memory-management techniques built 
into the PC's hardware. 

Turbo Prolog comes with a sample 
expert system called GeoBase. The 
system answers such questions as 
What is the highest mountain in Or- 


egon and the closest city to it? Turbo 
Prolog also gives you an idea of how 
to build your own smart system. *With 
a month of practice," said Kahn, “even 
non-programmers will be writing 
major software, stuff that's really 
useful." 


2.RAM disk for the Mac 


Click. Click. With the Macintosh on- 
screen arrow pointed to the MacPaint 
program icon, I pressed the mouse 
button. Less than four seconds later 
the program was entered and I was 
ready to work. That kind of speed is 
awesome. But with a small add-on 
box called Disk Automation Storage 
Control Hardware (DASCH), it's be- 
coming the new standard for Macin- 
tosh users. 

DASCH is a random-access memory 
(RAM) disk. Attached to either the 
computer's printer or modem connec- 
tors, it provides massive blocks of 
КАМ from one-half to two mega- 
bytes—that the computer thinks is a 
disk drive. Data and programs are 
saved electronically in memory, not 
mechanically on a disk, allowing the 
Mac to operate up to seven times 
faster than it can using a normal disk 
drive, and about twice as fast as it 
does with a hard disk. 

The one-megabyte unit I tried is big 
enough to hold four or five programs, 
a score of special Macintosh type fonts 
and desk accessories, and a dozen data 
files. Also, when hooked up to the 
Mac's printer connection and printer, 
the unit becomes a print buffer—it ab- 
sorbs the file that is to be printed, 
freeing the Mac to do other work while 
printing is in progress. The size of the 
buffer can be selected, but I found it. 
should be set for 100,000 bytes or more 
for best efficiency. 

Like all RAM disks, using DASCH 
has one inherent danger: The stored 
data disappears in an instant if power 
is lost. RAM-disk users quickly learn 
to back up files onto regular disks. 
But in normal use, there's no reason 
to ever turn the DASCH off. It has 
its own AC adapter and draws just 
seven watts. It can be left on, even 
when Macintosh is off. 

Developed by Western Automation 
Laboratories of Boulder, Colo., prices 
range from $395 to $545, depending 
on memory size. That makes the unit 
an inexpensive alternative to a hard 
disk, offering high speed and freedom 
from frequent floppy disk changes.

dish owners are so reluctant to become 
Subscribers. First, a lot of people just 
resent being asked to pay for some- 
thing they formerly got free. Perhaps 
even more important, prices are high 
—usually higher than costs of the 
same services delivered by cable. For 
example, subscriptions to the premium 
channels like HBO and Showtime, 
which were designed as add-ons to 
basic cable packages, cost about $12 
a month. Cable subscribers, on the 
other hand, pay about $10. CNN costs 
individuals $25 a year, while cable sys- 


tems pay about $2 a year for each 
customer. 

Why do dish owners pay more, even 
though they buy and maintain their 
own equipment? Dish owners insist 
they arent able to get fair prices be- 
cause programmers are too dependent 
on the cable business. Programmers 
readily admit that they want to sat- 
isfy their cable franchises. "The cable 
industry controls the supermarket, 
and I am one of the products they 
sell," says Michael Fuchs, chairman 
of HBO. *I want to keep the distribu- 
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tors and the people who sell my prod- 
uct happy,” he reasons, observing that 
the cable industry provides 99 percent 
of HBO’s income. Fuchs says that 
cable companies even deserve cash re- 
wards because their promotions have 
made consumers aware of his product. 
When a dish owner who lives in a 
cable franchise area orders HBO or 
Cinemax, the company pays $5 to the 
cable operator even if the subscriber 
orders directly from HBO. 

Prodding by dish owners angered 
over this attitude has triggered a num- 
ber of actions in Washington. The Sen- 
ate Committee on Commerce, Science, 
and Transportation held a hearing at 
which Fuchs made the remarks noted 
above. The antitrust division of the 
Justice Department launched an in- 
vestigation, and the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission (FCC) filed a 
Notice of Inquiry. 

These government proceedings have 
been filled with fireworks. “It’s tech- 
nological protectionism,” charged Ten- 
nessee Senator Albert Gore angrily at 
the Senate hearing. He pointed out 
that the companies that own HBO 
and Showtime—Time Inc. and Viacom 
Networks—also own two of the 10 
largest cable companies in the coun- 
try and therefore have an interest in 
preserving cable's edge over the na- 
scent satellite industry. 

Yet most authorities agree that there 
will be little government action. The 
FCC has gone on record as favoring a 
“marketplace cure.” Marketplace evi- 
dence so far is sparse. Two small signs: 
Showtime undercut HBO’s price when 
it began scrambling, and HBO gives 
a price break for annual prepayments. 
To Mark Fowler, chairman of the FCC, 
these slim clues prove the market is 
working. “If the cost for a service is 
priced out of line with similar serv- 
ices or with its value to the customer, 
the programmer will have to improve 
its offering, lower its prices, or face 
the severe discipline of the market- 
place—business failure,” Fowler ar- 
gues. Not everyone agrees. 


Packagers—new trend 


In today’s marketplace, ordering 
services can be a big nuisance. Al- 
though a single descrambler works for 
the majority of scrambled channels, 
until recently you had to deal with 
every programmer separately—unless 
you lived near a cable outfit that was 
willing to handle your account.

$23.50 a month for a couple of pre- 
mium channels and several basic ones. 

It is significant that the program- 
mers made packaging arrangements 
with cable companies—their prime 
customers. They have been unwilling 
so far to do so with others. For exam- 
ple, they have already been approached 
by coalitions of satellite-equipment 
dealers and distributors who want to 
create national packages, but they 
haven't negotiated any deals. 

Nor have they agreed to perhaps the 
most ambitious scheme of this type to 


date—a plan put forward by the Na- 
tional Rural Electrical Cooperative 
Association (NRECA), which repre- 
sents electric cooperatives providing 
power to 25 million Americans in 46 
states. ^We bring a tremendous mar- 
ket to the programmers that they would 
not be able to reach otherwise," says 
Jack Wood, the NRECAs project man- 
ager for telecommunications. 

The NRECA wants to provide pro- 
grams to rural Americans who can't 
get cable; 75 percent of its consumers 
aren't wired. The association intends 
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to put together a basic package of sev- 
eral “superstations” (local stations like 
Ted Turner’s WTBS that gain a na- 
tionwide audience when they begin 
broadcasting via satellite), a sports 
channel, a news channel, and a family- 
oriented movie channel for $10 a 
month. The programmers say they are 
willing to talk to the NRECA, but it 
seems doubtful at this time that they'll 
give the cooperatives a low group rate. 

And there is another reason the pro- 
grammers will move cautiously—if at 
all—toward putting together package 
deals for dish owners: HBO and Show- 
time want the business for themselves. 
“We want to make a retailer’s profit,” 
says Bob Caird, HBO's vice president 
of direct broadcast (and a dish owner). 
For each home viewer who subscribes 
directly through HBO, the company 
receives nearly twice what it gets from 
a wholesale cable subscription. Home 
earth stations offer programmers an 
attractive new market. The cable in- 
dustry—with 40 million subscribers 
—dwarfs the dish market, but cable's 
growth years are over. Satellite anten- 
nas can receive a greater variety of 
information, and they can reach the 
estimated 30 million people who will 
never have access to cable. 

Thus, while many uncertainties re- 
main, there is some optimism that 
satellite-industry growth—interrupted 
abruptly by the advent of scrambling 
—is coming back. Satellite hardware 
is cheaper than it's ever been, even 
when the cost of a decoder is included. 
Industry analysts expect that 200,000 
TV dishes will be sold during the sec- 
ond half of 1986, twice as many as dur- 
ing the first half. 


The future 


While some elements of the complex 
picture are falling into place, long- 
range changes are likely. The M/A- 
Com descrambler, for example, has 
been accepted nearly universally as a 
standard. Yet it now faces a legal bat- 
tle. Oak Industries, another descram- 
bler manufacturer, has filed a lawsuit 
that charges M/A-Com infringed on 
three of its patents, and asks for an 
injunction against sales of all M/A- 
Com descramblers. HBO and Show- 
time have spent almost $25 million 
on the M/A-Com system, but they're 
not obligated to keep using it. Show- 
time has a clause in its licensing pol- 
icy that says it reserves the right to 
"utilize other distribution mecha- 
nisms, frequencies, or technologies." 

Eventually, satellite TV may shift 
to an entirely different band. Today, 
most satellite systems transmit on 
what is called the C-band, a frequency 
spectrum lying between 4,000 and 8,000 
megahertz (MHz). The satellites now 


in orbit that transmit in this band will 
last another decade at most. Sometime 
between now and then, some or all sat- 
ellite TV transmissions may switch 
over to the higher-frequency Ku-band 
(12,000 to 18,000 MHz). HBO is al- 
ready sending scrambled feeds on the 
Ku-band to some cable operators, and 
has entered into an agreement with 
RCA to purchase a Ku-band satellite. 

How will this affect dish owners? 
Programmers say they have no plans 
to offer Ku-band transmissions to dish 
owners, but any such plans would be 
far in the future. They claim they are 
switching to the new band to lower 
costs for cable operators because the 
Ku-band antennas are smaller, cheap- 
er, and less susceptible to terrestrial 
interference— which is especially 
troublesome in urban areas. These fea- 
tures also make Ku-band dishes at- 
tractive to city dwellers, cable's captive 
audience. 


Owners strike back 


Dale Hanson, who lives in a can- 
yon two miles outside Albuquerque's 
city limits, couldn't watch TV until he 
bought a satellite antenna in 1981. He 
can see eight more dishes from his 
front yard. "There are people out there 
literally starved for information," he 


says. Not surprisingly, Hanson has be- 
come part of an army of earth-station 
enthusiasts fighting for legislation 
that would mandate access to signals 
and force programmers to establish 
sales formulas. 

Hanson and his fellow “bird watch- 
ers" are also pursuing another alter- 
native: They're encouraging dish own- 
ers to become their own programmers. 
“We're trying to open up a whole new 
can of worms," says Shelley Morris, 
vice president of Home Dish Program- 
ming of Sanborn, Minn. The company 
hopes to offer four channels, charging 
an initial $95 fee and $8 a month. But 
industry experts doubt whether Home 
Dish has the financial backing to suc- 
ceed (leasing one satellite transpon- 
der, or channel, costs$75,000 a month). 

Although their plans to broadcast 
television signals by satellite are shaky, 
dish advocates are already using sat- 
ellites to broadcast another service: 
radio. Their transmissions consist 
mainly of talk shows about satellite 
equipment and the scrambling issue; 
the shows have evolved into national 
clubs for home earth-station owners. 

There is plenty of room in space for 
audio signals, and many are delivered 
in high-quality stereo sound. Each of 
a satellite's 24 transponders can carry 


one video signal plus two or more audio 
subcarriers. Picture the video as a 
truck going down the highway: The 
subcarrier is like a motorcycle driv- 
ing beside it in the same lane. 

FM America, the first radio station 
on satellite, has more than 40,000 
members—mostly dish owners. Keith 
LaMonica, the president, often gets let- 
ters from wives complaining that their 
husbands are using expensive satel- 
lite setups as radios. And he hears 
from a few listeners who don't like to 
watch the XXX movies that appear 
on the video channel of which FM 
America is a subcarrier. But most lis- 
teners are boosters. They believe that, 
despite conflicts over the cost of scram- 
bled programming, home earth sta- 
tions are here to stay. 

Icalled FM America and, on the air, 
asked listeners whether they would 
buy dishes again, knowing what they 
now know. The answer was an em- 
phatic yes from everyone who respon- 
ded. Some complained about poor serv- 
ice from cable companies, or said they 
couldn't get cable at all. Bob, a caller 
from Virginia, was typical of satellite 
TV's growing circle of aficionados. 
“Would I buy another one?" he asked. 
"Td buy twelve of 'em if I had the 
money!" us

Unsmart chip 


Ihave a 1985 Chevrolet Celebrity with 
a 2.5-liter fuel-injection engine. This 
engine got me 37 mpg 8,000 or 9,000 
feet up in the Rocky Mountains last 
summer. Down here at sea level I am 
only getting 29 mpg. Also, the car does 
not slow down when I remove my foot 
from the accelerator. The dealer's me- 
chanic says this is typical and char- 
acteristic of the fuel pump. There is 
no adjustment, he says, and braking 
is the only way to slow the car.

Sounds like your engine is pro- 
grammed to get too much fuel at sea 
level, it’s running rich. If there's a 
fix, it's another PROM [programmable 
read-only memory] chip for your 
engine-control computer, and only 
Chevy would have it. The too-fast idle 
is also controlled by the PROM, mak- 
ing Chevrolet the only source for a cure. 


Short-lived points 


Iown a 1971 Opel GT. It is my second 
one, and I had the same problem with 
the first: It burns points very, very 
quickly. Other Opel owners tell me 
they have the same problem. The Opel 
dealer and foreign-car garages don't 
know why they burn so quickly. I was 
told by one auto-parts store to put in 
a ballast resistor to drop the voltage 
entering the distributor. It didn't work. 
The car still loses its tune after four 
or five weeks, and I have to replace 
the burned, pitted points. I'm baffled.

Points don't like oil, fuel vapors, or 
ozone. Try drilling a 1⁄4- to Ys-inch hole 
in the distributor cap to ventilate it. 
Gas fumes from a leaking vacuum ad- 
vance unit could cause this problem. 
So could bad distributor bushings. 
Also, check to be sure that the points 
have a good ground and correct po- 
larity, that the correct condenser is in- 
stalled, and that voltage to the coil is 
on spec. 


Curing noisy lifters 


My 1980 American Motors Concord 
develops a loud lifter noise after sev- 
eral months of making short local 


trips, especially during the winter 
months. Solvents and additives do a 
creditable job of alleviating or reduc- 
ing the clatter. For a really stubborn 
case, I find that a 100-mile trip on the 
Autobahn at a sustained speed of 75 
mph usually clears the clatter com- 
pletely. Any explanations?

Nearly all hydraulic-valve-lifter prob- 
lems come from dirt or metal shavings 
carried in by the oil. The exception 
would be in a worn engine that 
couldn't maintain sufficient oil pres- 
sure. Chemical cleaners will certainly 
solve some dirty-lifter problems. A pe- 
riod of high-speed driving can also 
help to flush contamination out of the 
lifters. For a really severe case, how- 
ever, the only true fix is to disassem- 
ble the engine, clean it, and reassem- 
ble it. 


Misses when cold 


My 1980 Honda, which has 70,000 
miles on it, misses terribly on most 
mornings until I have driven four or 
five miles; thereafter it runs smoothly. 
The problem began when the car had 
25,000 miles on it, and neither the 
dealer nor a service station could fix 
it. Then it resolved itself spontane- 
ously several thousand miles later. Re- 
cently, the problem has returned.

It could be lots of things. First, give 
the engine a cylinder-leakage test when 
it's cold to see if it leaks compression 
at start-up. Then crank the engine in 
the dark when it's cold and look for 
any stray sparks that might be jump- 
ing around. Here are some possible 
causes: over-rich or over-lean fuel mix- 
ture during cold running; a compres- 
sion ring or valve that sticks when 
cold; or a slight intake system leak or 
water leak that clears up at higher 
temperatures. 


Those EPA numbers 


Have the current EPA gas-mileage fig- 
ures progressed to the point that they 
are taking aerodynamic drag into ac- 
count, or are they still the results of 
tests run on cars that are standing 


still? In other words, if there are two 
cars with very different aerodynamic 
characteristics but with the same en- 
gine, would they have the same EPA 
numbers? 

Also, what is your position on “free- 
dom batteries," which are never sup- 
posed to need servicing. I recently had 
one that ran low on water and had to 
be replaced.

Although EPA mileage is checked on 
rollers with the car not moving, the re- 
sults of the tests used now are pretty 
accurate. The actual road load, includ- 
ing the aerodynamic characteristics of 
each car, is calculated and applied to 
the rollers during the test cycle. 

A good-quality no-maintenance bat- 
tery works when everything in the 
charging system is functioning prop- 
erly. But in real life, it seems as if we're 
having more battery trouble than be- 
fore. This is because new cars are so 
electricity-hungry that they require 
much larger charging systems that 
work the batteries a lot harder. Cars 
in cold climates are particularly af- 
fected. Every time you start a car at 
below-freezing temperatures, it’s hard 
on the battery. 


Sludge grudge 


What is the best way to clean a badly 

sludged engine without taking it 
apart?

You won't like my answer. There's only 
one right way to do it: Disassemble the 
engine, clean the parts, and replace 
those that are worn. If you use a 
sludge-removing chemical to release all 
of the accumulated sludge at once, 
there's a good chance that the oil will 
become contaminated, and major dam- 
age could result. 


Knocking T-bird 


Ihave a 1981 Ford Thunderbird with 
a 302 engine that has gone 22,000 
miles. Ever since the car was new, it 
has knocked badly on the slightest ac- 
celeration. The dealer assures me that 
all adjustments are on spec, and ad- 
vises me to use high-test gasoline. 
Does this make sense to you?

Be sure that your exhaust-gas recir- 
culation (EGR) system is working 
properly. If the engine only knocks 
under light loads, you might consider 
having the spark-advance curve mod- 


ified. Two pieces of advice: First, this 
is a job for a really good ignition tech- 
nician. Second, changing the ignition 
system will alter the emissions char- 
acteristics of the engine. My guess is 
that it will improve them, but remem- 
ber that it's illegal to make modifica- 
tions that result in emissions that 
exceed standards for the year the car 
was built. If the engine also knocks 
under heavy loads such as hill climb- 
ing or rapid acceleration, burning 
higher-octane fuel is a cure. 


Brake noise 


Ihave a 1980 Honda Accord five-speed 
with 100,000 miles on it. When it is 
rainy or damp, there is a scraping 
noise that comes from the right rear 
wheel. The noise is frightening. The 
Honda garage says it is only dust.

The noise coming from the damp or 
wet brake is probably caused by glazed 
linings covered with an accumulation 
of road dirt and grease. High-mileage 
linings can become quite glazed and 
hard, producing all kinds of noise. The 
drum also may be worn, and some of 
the brake-retainer parts may be worn 
or frozen. Have the rear brake exam- 
ined and repaired as necessary. 


Oils for diesels 


Гуе just installed a new engine in my 
1979 Oldsmobile diesel, and Га like 
to know what type of oil I should use 
in the engine. I've always thought that 
an oil with the service classification 
CD was best for a diesel engine, but 
my owner's manual says not to use an 
oil that has the CD marking on the 
can. l've asked some dealers about 
this, but none have been able to give 
me an answer. Can you help? 
Robert Gorski, Sherman, N.Y. 


General Motors says that oils that carry 
the label SECD (together) are best for 
diesel engines. Oil labeled SECC is sec- 
ond choice, but not the best. Oil la- 
beled SD,SE,CA,CB is acceptable, but 
only when it also says SECD,CC. Do 
not use any oil that is labeled only SF 
or CC. In moderate temperatures, use 
straight SAE 30 oil. These engines 
thrive on heavier oil; use SAE 10W-30 
or 15W-40 only in cold weather. Also, 
don't use 10W-40 oil in diesels.

Statistical analysis of over 300 chain- 
saw injuries (25% due to kickback) in- 
dicates limitation of built-in safety 
factors. Zone I injuries—all kickback 
related—account for only 12% of total, 
but all of the fatalities, from deep cuts 
on the head or throat. Zone 2 and 3 in- 
juries are rarely fatal. Heavy gloves 
and proper grip would lessen zone 2 
injuries, as will hand guards now man- 
datory on consumer saws. But safety 
devices cannot lessen zone 3 injuries, 
caused by careless handling—im- 
proper stance or failing to shut off a 
saw while carrying. Chaps and boots 
offer the best protection here. 


agree that the key to safety remains 
with the operator. 

“Our emphasis is on prevention of 
kickback,” Paul Watson, Homelite's di- 
rector of product safety, told me on a 
tour of the Charlotte, N.C., plant, “not 
only with our tip guard but with 
proper education. It beats depending 
on a mechanical safeguard like a 
chain brake.” 

Later, spokespeople from Stihl also 
stressed education, pointing out the 
company’s program of dealer training 
and consumer seminars, safety films 
available to service clubs, and its line 
of safety clothing and accessories such 
as log tongs and break bars. Stihl also 
sponsors Swedish logging expert Soren 
Erikson’s demonstration of safe log- 
ging practices and attire. (Erikson 
showed me how fiber-padded clothing 
can choke off a saw—see photo.) 

Over the years, POPULAR SCIENCE 
has published a number of articles on 
safe chain-sawing; all the precau- 
tions outlined still apply to the new 
saws and chains. The question I 
asked the experts was, Are there 
special procedures that can make

around the home? Here's a summary 
of the responses. 

Dont be lulled into a sense of false 
security by all the new emphasis on 
built-in safety. The Standard addresses 
only kickback, and that's the cause of 
less than a quarter of all chain-saw 
accidents. Hazards remain, and there 
are absolute no-nos for casual users: 

* Never borrow, rent, or lend a chain 
saw without proper instruction. The 
owner's manual should accompany the 
tool. And if you haven't yet read the 
one that came with your saw, do so. 

* Never use a chain saw when you 
feel fatigued, or with children or pets 
in the area. 

* Never smoke while operating a 
gas-powered tool. 

* Never adapt a consumer chain 
saw for a bow guide. These elliptical 
chain rails are for use only by profes- 
sional cutters because their broad, 
blunt nose greatly increases the size 
of that dangerous upper quadrant. 

® Don't relax your maintenance pro- 
cedures. Some chain makers claim 
that correct filing is even more criti- 
cal with low-kickback chains because 
you can diminish the chain's effec- 
tiveness if you distort its shape. (For 
filing tips, see “New Anti-kickback 
Chains,” PS, June '85.) 

But when I checked this with Donn 
Lawty, technical editor of the trade 
magazine Chain Saw Age, he pointed 
out that the design of the cutter has 
remained essentially the same: The 
anti-kickback components have been 
added to the chain. You still file the 
cutters the same way. 

“The problem,” Lawty says, "isn't 
that there's anything new about chain 
maintenance. The problem is that 
homeowners have never maintained 
their saws properly in the first place. 
Most of them don't have enough cut- 
ting experience to spot a dull chain." 

A major distributor of chain saws

How to write 
a business letter 


Some thoughts from 
Malcolm Forbes 


President and Editor-in-Chief of Forbes Magazine 


ked Malcolm Forbes to 
'arned about writing a good 


business letter. One rule, "Be crystal clear.” 


A good business letter can get you 
a job interview. 

Get you off the hook. 

Or get you money. 

It’s totally asinine to blow your 
chances of getting whatever you 
want—with a business letter that 
turns people off instead of turning 
them on. 

The best place to learn to write 
is in school. If you're still there, pick 
your teachers’ brains. 

If not, big deal. I learned to ride 
a motorcycle at 50 and fly balloons 
at 52. It’s never too late to learn. 

Over 10,000 business letters 
come across my desk every year. 
They seem to fall into three cate- 
gories: stultifying if not stupid, 
mundane (most of them), and first 
rate (rare). Here’s the approach 


I've found that separates the winners 


it was written. So the reader 


from the losers (most of it’s just good ^ won't waste time hunting for it. 


common sense)-it starts before you 
write your letter: 


Know what you want 
If you don't, write it down—in 
one sentence. “I want to get 
an interview within the next 
two weeks." That simple. 
List the major points you 
want to get across—it'll keep 
you on course. 

If you're answering a letter, 
check the points that need 
answering and keep the letter 
in front of you while you write. 
This way you won't forget 
anything—that would cause 
another round of letters. 

And for goodness’ sake, 
answer promptly if you're 
going to answer at all. Don't 
sit on a letter—that invites the 
person on the other end to sit 
on whatever you want from him. 


Plunge right in 
Call him by name- not “Dear 
Sir, Madam, or Ms.”“Dear Mr. 
Chrisanthopoulos”—and be sure to 
spell it right. That'll get him (thus, 
you) off to a good start. 

(Usually, you can get 
his name just by phon- 
ing his company—or 
from a business directory 
in your nearest library.) 

Tell what your letter 
is about in the first para- 
graph. One or two sen- 
tences. Don't keep your 
reader guessing or he 
might file your letter 
away—even before he 
finishes it. 

In the round file. 

If youre answering a 
letter, refer to the date 


Be natural. Imagine him sitting 
in front of you what would 
you say to him?” 


People who read business letters 
are as human as thee and me. Read- 
ing a letter shouldn't be a chore— 
reward the reader for the time he 
gives you. 

Write so he'll enjoy it 
Write the entire letter from his 
point of view—what's in it for him? 
Beat him to the draw-surprise him 
by answering the questions and 
objections he might have. 

Be positive—he'll be more recep- 
tive to what you have to say. 

Be nice. Contrary to the cliché, 
genuinely nice guys most often fin- 
ish first or very near it. I admit it's 
not easy when you've got a gripe. 

To be agreeable while disagreeing— 
that's an art. 

Be natural—write the way you 
talk. Imagine him sitting in front of 
you— what would you say to him? 

Business jargon too often is 
cold, stiff, unnatural. 

Suppose I came up to you and 
said, “I acknowledge receipt of your 
letter and I beg to thank you." Youd 
think, “Huh? You're putting me on." 

The acid test—read your letter 
out loud when you're done. You 
might get a shock—but 
you'll know for sure if it 
sounds natural. 

Don't be cute or 
flippant. The reader won't 
take you seriously. This 
doesn’t mean you've got 
to be dull. You prefer 
your letter to knock 'em 
dead rather than bore 
'em to death. 

Three points to 
remember: 

Have a sense of 
humor. That's refreshing 
anywhere —a nice surprise 


in a business letter. 

Be specific. If I tell you there's a 
new fuel that could save gasoline, 
you might not believe me. But sup- 
pose I tell you this: 

*Gasohol"— 1096 alcohol, 9096 
gasoline —works as well as 
straight gasoline. Since you can 
make alcohol from grain or corn 
stalks, wood or wood waste, coal— 
even garbage, it’s worth some 
real follow-through. 


Now you've got something to 
sink your teeth into. 

Lean heavier on nouns and 
эп adjectives. Use the 
nstead of the passive. 
Your writing will have more guts. 

Which of these is stronger? 
Active voice: “I kicked out my mon- 
ey manager.” Or, passive voice: “My 
money manager was kicked out 
by me.” (By the way, neither is true. 
My son, Malcolm Jr., manages most 
Forbes money—he’s a brilliant 
moneyman. )

Give it the best you've got 
When you don’t want something 
enough to make the effort, making 
an effort is a waste. 

Make your letter look appetizing 


—or youll strike out before you even 
get to bat. Type it—on good-quality 
812" x 11" stationery. Keep it neat. 
And use paragraphing that makes it 
easier to read. 

Keep your letter short—to one 
page, if possible. Keep your para- 
graphs short. After all, whos going 
to benefit if your letter is quick and 
easy to read? 

You. 

For emphasis, underline impor- 


tant words. And sometimes indent 
sentences as well as paragraphs. 


Like this. See how well it 
works? (But save it for some- 
thing special.) 

Make it perfect. No typos, no 
misspellings, no factual errors. If 
youre sloppy and let mistakes slip 
by, the person reading your letter 
will think you don't know better or 
don't care. Do you? 

Be crystal clear. You won't get 
what youre after if your reader 
doesn't get the message. 

Use good English. If you're still 
in school, take all the English and 
writing courses you can. The way 
you write and speak can really help 
—or hurt. 

If you're not in school (even 
if you are), get the little 71-раве 
gem by Strunk & White, Elements 
of Style. It's in paperback. It's fun 
to read and loaded with tips on 
good English and good writing. 

Don't put on airs. 

Pretense invariably impresses 
only the pretender. 

Don't exaggerate. Even 
once. Your reader will suspect 
everything else you write. 

Distinguish opinions from 
facts. Your opinions may be 
the best in the world. But 


ON | they’re not gospel. You owe it 


to your reader to let him know

_ ate it and he'll admire you. 
The dumbest people I know 
= are those who Know It All. 
Be honest. It'll get you 
further in the long run. If youre 


not, you won't rest easy until youre 


found out. (The latter, not speaking 
from experience.) 

Edit ruthlessly. Somebody has 
said that words are eet like inflated 
money—the more ef¢herrthat you 
use, the less each one ofthem is 
worth. Righter. Go through your 
entire letter just as many times as 
it takes. Annihilate 
all unnecessary words, ead sen- 
tences—even eaire paragraphs. 


“Don't exaggerate. Even oni 
suspect everything else you write."

Sum it up and get out 
The last paragraph should tell the 
reader exactly what you want him 
to do—or what you're going to do. 
Short and sweet. “May I have an 
appointment? Next Monday, the 
16th, I'll call your secretary to see 
when it'll be most convenient for 
ou: 

Close with something simple 
like, “Sincerely.” And for heaven's 
sake sign legibly. The biggest ego 
trip I know is a completely illegible 
signature. 

Good luck.

lem can be worse than that: “We've 
had casual users put their chain on 
backward. And—want to hear some- 
thing ironical? Several of the new 
safer chains increase the severity of 
kickback over ordinary chains if you 
happen to mount them backward!" 
© Don't take built-in chain brakes 
for granted. You must keep their mech- 
anism clean of oily sawdust and other 
debris if they're to work decisively. 

A large part of the education pro- 
grams undertaken in conjunction with 
the new safety standard is devoted to 
labeling. All power heads are now 
marked with a warning that tells 
users to follow the manual's safety 
precautions. Manufacturers are mak- 
ing warnings impossible to miss. Sev- 
eral have adopted a color-code system 
so that users must deliberately choose 
a saw or chain that lacks the anti-kick- 
back features. Unfortunately, there's 
no uniformity in color coding. Chain 
makers seem almost perverse in the 
range of colors they've chosen to iden- 
tify low-kickback chains: Windsor joins 
Stihl in using a green label; Oregon 
(Omark) is blue; Townsend, yellow; 
and Carlton, oddly enough, flags its 
safer chains red. 

It's worth your effort to make sure 
that any replacement chain you buy 
is a low-kickback design—even if 
you're mounting it on a pre-Standard 
saw. You might even want to consider 
replacing your old guide bar. 

A final word: Because the new stan- 
dard places responsibility for educa- 
tion on the dealer, don't be surprised 
if yours asks you to sign an acknowl- 
edgement that he's explained the dif- 
ference between low-kickback features 
and the more aggressive chain (or saw) 
that you're insisting on buying. It's 
for his own liability defense, and it's 
appropriate, isn't it, that you assume 
responsibility for the added risk you're 
taking upon yourself?

stacked on a vertical shaft so that 
it chops debris like a food processor. 

Unfortunately, the 4-hp 5000B was 
also the most disappointing. The 
shredding mechanism spit out leaves 
virtually untouched, and many times 
large twig pieces came flying out. The 
chipper feature would only accept 
small green branches, and anything 
approaching its two-inch capacity was 
too much for it. 

The two other mid-size units, the 
3-hp Scotchmen SC603 and the 5-hp 
Speedy Esquire, were fair performers. 
They both are hammer-mill shredders, 
but only the Scotchmen has a sepa- 
rate chipper. The 16 flails on the Es- 
quire do a good job of chopping up 
cuttings. But the machine is some- 
what crude—the most old-fashioned 
of the group. The oil drain and oil 
fill cap are almost inaccessible, for 
example, and it has no provision for 
preventing blowback: When you put 
material into the shredding chute, de- 
bris shoots out the top in all direc- 
tions. Other machines use a plastic 
flap of some kind to keep waste in the 
shredding compartment. 

The 12-flail Scotchmen was a fair 
shredder at best. Leaves and pieces 
of twigs tended to get through un- 
scathed. Its chipper was impressive, 
though, aggressively chewing limbs up 
to its maximum 1%-inch capacity. 
Like the Esquire, this machine was 
not sophisticated. The castings of a 
number of its parts were crude, for 
instance, and its wheels were small. 

The last two machines, the 8-hp 
Super Tomahawk and 7-hp Mighty 
Mac, turned in problem-free perfor- 
mances. I was skeptical of these units 
because the manufacturers boast 
three-inch chipping capacities, but 
both machines did the job handily. In 
fact, the Tomahawk surprised me with 
its aggressiveness: When I shoved a 
thick branch into its chipper funnel, 
the machine sucked it in with such 
force that I was taken off guard. The 
Tomahawk is lighter and more com- 
pact than other heavyweight shred- 
ders, and, with its large, thick wheels, 
it is easy to maneuver. It is well put 
together and, with a 16-flail hammer 
mill, a thorough shredder. 

The Mighty Mac chipped everything 
I fed it, but not with the gusto of the 
Tomahawk. It has 24 flails, though, 
so it is an excellent shredder. With its 
horizontal layout, wheelbarrow-like 
handles, and rearward center of grav- 
ity, it was extremely easy to move. 

Shredders have come a long way in 
the last few years. You don’t have to 
either settle for a big machine or do 
without. Between the new imports and 
the old standbys, there’s now a shred- 
der for every need. us

Carburetor warmer 


Some four- and six-cylinder engines 
use a grid-type electrical heater called 
an early fuel evaporator (EFE). The 
EFE is positioned under the carbu- 
retor. Its job is to preheat the air-fuel 
mixture when the engine is cold to 
promote smooth operation. When the 
engine reaches proper operating tem- 


perature, the EFE is switched off. If. 
your car runs poorly, stalls, or hesi- 
tates when cold, check to see if it is 
equipped with EFE. If so, the EFE 
grid may be burned out or other cir- 
cuit components may be damaged. Fol- 
ow the repair-manual procedure to 
pinpoint the problem. 


THRUST WASHER 


An engine that runs rough may have 
an insulation break in a spark plug 
or coil wire. To find out if that's the 
problem, attach a wire to the shaft of 
a screwdriver with an insulated han- 
dle, and fasten the loose end of the 
wire to a ground. Start the engine and 
look for sparks as the screwdriver tip 
moves along the cables. 


Starter overhaul trick 


Replacing the starter drive assembly 
on a General Motors starter can be 
frustrating. Engaging the drive re- 
tainer and snap ring without a spe- 
cial GM tool is tricky. But to get the 
job done, position two pliers as shown. 
Then squeeze both to force the snap 
ring into the retainer and groove in 
the armature shaft.

First, add a couple 
of drops of liquid detergent to a plant 
mister filled with water. Use the fin- 
est setting, and mist pipes to settle 
any dust. Then drape the full length 
of the pipe with kitchen plastic wrap, 
letting the wrap gently float over the 
pipe, and carefully seal it. To finish, 
wrap the pipe with heavy-duty alu- 
minum foil, and fold the loose edges 
over to make a good seal. During the 
process, wear a mask that controls as- 
bestos fibers, and take special care 
with vertical sections of pipe that 
enter the ceiling.—Gregory R. Cohen
